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San Francisco’s First HIV 
Transmission Lawsuit Filed

The estate of a gay man who 
confessed on his deathbed to 
intentionally infecting his lover 
with HIV has been sued for $1 
million in San Francisco 
Superior Court. 

The lawsuit, announced on May 12 by 


attorney Paul Wotman, seeks damages for 
battery, fraud, conversion, and negligence 
against the estate of gay businessman 
Dale S. King, who died of AIDS in 1993 
at the age of 55. 

Wotman represents Todd Cheshire, 33, 
King’s former lover and business partner. 

“Mr. King admitted that he deceived 
my client about his HIV status because he 
did not want to be alone during the final 
stages of his illness,” Wotman told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 


King made the admission to Cheshire 
in the presence of a mutual friend less 
than a month before he died, in December 
1993. 

“Todd came to San Francisco on a 
dream vacation in 1986 from his home in 
Kansas. He was 26. He had a friend who 
had a friend who had a roommate. He was 
introduced to Dale King, they hit it off 
and Todd was pretty excited,” Wotman 
said. “He went back to Kansas and after 
two or three months of working hard and 


saving his money, Todd moved to San 
Francisco to be with King.” 

When Cheshire went back to Kansas, 
he was tested for HIV infection, Wotman 
said. 

Cheshire tested negative - and when 
he told his lover the news. King said that 
he, too, had been tested for HIV, was also 
negative, and that no one he had been sex¬ 
ually involved had contracted HIV or 
AIDS.

There is no joy in Cin City 
Appeals Court Okays 
Cincinnati’s Anti-Gay Law

CINCINNATI (UPI) - On 
Friday, May 12 the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals over¬ 
turned a landmark lower court 
decision that had ruled a 
Cincinnati anti-gay charter 
amendment was unconstitution¬ 
al. 

Lawyers for the plaintiffs 
said they will appeal the deci¬ 
sion to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
perhaps requesting it be merged 
with an appeal of a similar case 


from Colorado that is to be 
argued before the high court this 
fall. 

The Cincinnati charter 
amendment was approved by 62 
percent of people voting in the 
November 1993 election. It 
denies previously mandated dis¬ 
crimination protection for gay, 
lesbian, or bisexual city resi¬ 
dents and prohibits the city from 
addressing such issues - ever 
again.

Migden took a break before 


her official May 24 California 
Assembly campaign kick-off to 
deliver a pep talk to Colorado 
gay activists who have seen 
their state taken over by conser¬ 
vative so-called Christian orga¬ 
nizations in the past few years. 
According to a January 1995 
Nation magazine article, over 
70 such groups are now based in 
Colorado Springs alone, where 
Migden spoke, and their effect 
has been considerable.

SFAF Joins the Union

A tentative agreement of a 
two-year contract was reached 
Friday, May 12 between the 
management of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation and 
SFAF employees, represented 
by Service Employees 
International Union, Local 
790A. 

The contract was approved 
by a 50-1 vote of bargaining 
unit members. 

Implementation of the con¬ 
tract will be effective retroactive 
to May 15, following approval 
by the non-profit agency’s 
board of directors at its Tuesday, 
May 23 meeting. 

“I believe this is a fair and 
equitable contract,” said SFAF 
director Pat Christen, who 
acknowledged, “The negotiat¬ 
ing process has been a difficult 
one, 


“The bargaining unit has 
been strongly divided on many 
of the key issues,” she said, 
“including the issue of union 
security.” 

Dues must be paid 

A predominant issue of con¬ 
tract dispute was whether non¬ 
union members of the bargain¬ 
ing unit would be required to 
pay dues or affiliation fees to 
the SEIU local. 

“Management has always 
held essential that current and 
future employees at the founda¬ 
tion be given a choice about 
whether or nor they pay dues or 
affiliation fees to the union,” 
Christen said, “and once they 
have paid dues or fees they 
retain the choice periodically to 
revisit that decision.” 

Under the proposed contract, 
all current employees are free to

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Freeman Still a Free Man 
After Surrender 

Doctor posts $75,000 bail; arraignment May 24

Dr. Dean Freeman, charged with 15 criminal 
counts including attempted murder, in connection 
with the hatchet attack of local actor Mario 
Mondelli, is due to be arraigned on the charges at 
9 a.m. next Wednesday, May 24. Freeman will 
appear before Municipal Court Judge Phillip 
Moscone in Department 10 on the first floor of the 
of the Hall of Justice. 

Freeman, a psychiatrist, turned himself in to his 
attorney Jim Collins last Thursday, May 11, post¬ 
ed bail of $75,000, and was released after being 
processed by San Francisco police and the sheriff’s 
department. 

Mondelli suffered multiple stab wounds in the 
back and on his head in his apartment late on the 
night of Monday, July 25. Police reports indicate 
Mondelli told investigators Freeman had offered to 


give him a massage, after which the doctor struck 
him repeatedly and without warning with a camping 
ax. Freeman told police he acted in self-defense. 
Police say he had a superficial cut on his left wrist. 

Court documents said Mondelli was stabbed ten 
times, but hospital records show he was stabbed 22 
times; a prosecutor asked rhetorically what differ¬ 
ence the count made, since the victim had been 
“turned into a piece of Swiss cheese anyway.” 

Police reports say Freeman, a San Francisco 
General Hospital staff psychiatrist, was also 
Mondelli’s lover. 

In a brief interview with the BA.R. Mondelli 
was asked why he thought Freeman would do such 
a thing. “He had been taking a lot of speed. He was 
paranoid that I was going to turn him in,” Mondelli 
said. “He saw me as an insignificant person.” 

Mondelli declined further comment, due to 
pending civil and criminal litigation. ▼

p.m. at the Castro Theater. The event, to raise 
money for the five-year-old Tenderloin AIDS 
Resource Center, will also features door and raffle 
prizes of travel packages to Sydney, Australia and 
Honolulu. 

Celebrity judges for the drag competition event 
include Mable Maney, author of the lesbian Nancy 
Clue mysteries; song siren Pussy Tourette; Elvis 
“The King” Herselvis; and the irrepressible drag 
diva Madeline. 

Hosted by comedian Joan Jett Blakk, the soiree 
is a fundraiser for the non-profit AIDS service 
agency that provides case management and other 
services to low-income and Tenderloin homeless 
residents from a storefront in the AIDS-devastated 


and impoverished neighborhood. 

“The level of need for our clients is greater than 
the traditional AIDS service user,” said TARC 
director Brian Cross. “Many of our clients live on 
the street, where they suffer from lesions and 
nightsweats. They lack the services that middle 
class people have; most haven’t seen a doctor in 
many years.” 

With an annual budget of $312,900, Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center provides clients with 
street-based outreach, HIV case management, one- 
to-one and group transgender and substance abuse 
counseling, medical care, and practical support 
services referrals, as well as housing and meal 
assistance. 

The grassroots agency specializes in serving the 
special needs of transgendered people, injection 
drug users and their partners, sex workers, people 
of color, refugees and immigrants, and other 
Tenderloin subcultures, including homeless and

SF Gays, Lesbians React 
To FBI Infiltration of ACT UP

The Justice Department start¬ 
ed off this week trying to down¬ 
play a New York Daily News 
report that the FBI, under its 
jurisdiction, spied on New York 
AIDS activists between 1990 
and 1991. 

Late Monday, May 15, 
department spokesperson Carl 
Stern responded to that morn¬ 
ing’s Daily News article by say¬ 
ing the agency had once feared 
members of the advocacy group 
ACT UP would use HIV-infect¬ 
ed blood and used condoms in 
their theatrical demonstrations. 
Stern also admitted the FBI 
passed along those concerns to 
local public officials, but said 
reports the agency spied on ACT 
UP were “overstated.” 

ACT UP/Washington mem¬ 
ber Steve Michael responded by 
accusing the government of 
“using the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to infiltrate, under¬ 
mine, and discredit its most vis¬ 
ible critics among AIDS advo¬ 
cates.” 

San Francisco lesbian and 
gay and AIDS activists reacted 
strongly to the to the revelation. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 


criticized the surveillance and 
said it was a waste of taxpayer’s 
money. 

“In many ways, ACT UP is 
the conscience of the lesbian 
and gay movement,” she said. 
“Their purpose has been to 
expedite treatment and research 
in order to find a cure. 

“They should be heralded, 
not harassed,” Migden said. 

San Francisco AIDS activists 
are this week filing to have FBI 
files on local AIDS activist 
groups released under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

“I’m not surprised,” said 
longtime AIDS activist Peggy 
Sue. “Like they haven’t done it 
all along anyway. I would like to 
know if the San Francisco 
Police Officers Association was 
involved. Why don’t you ask 
them?” 

A San Francisco police 
spokeswoman declined com¬ 
ment about whether the agency 
was aware of similar surveil¬ 
lance on local AIDS activist 
groups. 

Bloody rumors 

San Francisco became the 
focus of international media 
attention in 1990 while prepar¬ 


ing for the Sixth International 
Conference on AIDS after com¬ 
ments by SFPD Officer Gary 
Delagnes, a police union offi¬ 
cial. Responding to a rumors 
that AIDS activists might throw 
jars of HIV-infected blood at 
officers during a protest, 
Delagnes told a reporter he 
couldn’t say he would shoot 
such protesters - but also 
couldn’t say he wouldn’t. 

Organizers of the conference 
have always wondered where 
the untrue rumor - antithetical 
to the group’s aims - began. 

The rumor and Delagnes’s 
response created a media frenzy 
and forced AIDS activists to use 
much of their time dispelling the 
hysteria sparked by the rumor, 
instead of focusing on the con¬ 
ference, said San Francisco 
AIDS activist Laura Thomas. 

According to the Daily News , 
the FBI has a 199-page file on 
ACT UP, plus similar - albeit 
less lengthy - files on Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis, Senior 
Action in a Gay Environment, 
and the Coalition for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights in New York.

Veteran trouper Carole Channing - as tire¬ 
less and fearless when championing gay rights 
as when she is on stage - will introduce 
dancers from Hello Dolly! and present her now 
famous “Diamond Award” at a gala benefit 
here the night of Sunday, May 21. 

The award has gone, in times past, to such 
people as Jackie Kennedy and Pat Nixon. 

Fifty percent of the door money from the 
“One Night in Heaven” event at the 
Pleasuredome, located at 177 Townsend Street 
(at Third) in the city, will be donated to Under 
One Roof, the Market Street shop that raises 
money for over 60 area AIDS organizations. 

John Bantay, who grew up in San 
Francisco, graduated from St. Ignatius College 


Prep School in the Sunset District, and subse¬ 
quently made it big as a dancer and chorus per¬ 
son on Broadway, told the Bay Area Reporter 
he will be part of the dance company from 
New York City performing in a sexy number 
reminiscent of the Chippendale Show at the 
event. Bantay will be one of 18 (mostly male) 
dancers on stage who will strip down to their 
G-strings, he said. 

The indefatigable Channing is “absolutely 
pro-gay,” Bantay said. She was a grand mar¬ 
shal of the Christopher Street West gay pride 
celebration in Los Angeles last year, and in 
addition to eight Hello, Dolly! shows each 
week, she does countless benefits for gay caus¬ 
es. {Dolly continues in San Francisco at the 
Orpheum through May 28. Since it first 
opened in 1964 Channing has played over 


4,500 performances.) 

Dennis Crowley, the show’s publicist, said 
Hello, Dolly! has won ten Tony Awards, the 
most ever in Broadway’s history. 

Channing has been “a tireless, fearless, gay 
rights activist,” Crowley told the B.A.R. After 
she opened in Denver last July and appeared at 
a gay rights rally, she received several pieces 
of hate mail as a result; that made her that 
much more determined to aid the cause, he 
said. 

Doors for “One Night in Heaven” open at 8 
p.m., and Channing will present the Diamond 
Award at about 11 p.m., organizers said. 
Admission is $7 at the door. ▼

The couple agreed to be 
strictly monogamous and prac¬ 
tice safe sex, Wotman said. 

When Cheshire, an illustra¬ 
tor, returned to San Francisco in 
1986, he began working as the 
office manager for King’s com¬ 
pany, Budget Signs of Oakland. 

Record of abuse 

The couple agreed that the 
money Cheshire made would be 
invested in King’s house at 99 
Prospect Street in San Francisco 
- and that the couple would 


share everything. 

In 1989, King told Cheshire 
that his ex-lover was dying of 
AIDS and was tested again for 
HIV. King was positive. 

Cheshire was retested and 
discovered he, too, had contract¬ 
ed HIV. 

Wotman said that even 
though Cheshire had been 
monogamous and had initially 
tested negative, for a time King 
insisted that Cheshire could 
have infected him. 

But the truth was far more 
devastating, Wotman said, and 
while he kept it secret. King had 
actually known it all along. 

And, according to Wotman, 


Cheshire’s diary of the couple’s 
relationship indicates the extent 
of King’s deceit. 

Several diary entries record 
Cheshire’s innocent realization 
that King was “being sneaky” 
and not keeping the couple’s 
safe sex agreement with him. 

“King would start out wear¬ 
ing a condom when they had 
sex, but Todd would discover 
afterward that King had taken 
the condom off during the sex 
act,” Wotman said. 

And, Wotman said, while 
Cheshire was monogamous with 
his lover. King was covertly 
“tricking out” and having multi¬ 
ple sex partners while the cou¬ 


ple lived together as a family 
unit. 

Deathbed 
promises broken 

After his deceptions became 
known. King made promises to 
provide financially for Cheshire 
upon his death, and then failed 
to keep those promises in the 
trust he established, Wotman 
said. 

“The least of the promises 
was that my client would be able 
to remain in the house until he 
died. That wasn’t kept either,” 
Wotman said. “I think Todd was 
betrayed all the way around.” 

Cheshire’s complaint is 


against the trust that King estab¬ 
lished before his death. The 
trustee of the estate is King’s ex- 
wife, and a major beneficiary is 
King’s daughter. 

“This is a palimony case. It 
recalls the suit filed against 
Rock Hudson’s estate by 
his former lover, Marc 
Christiansen,” Wotman said. 
“Although Christiansen never 
tested HIV positive, he received 
a multi-million judgment. My 
client is seeking damages for 
the premature shortening of his 
life.” 

No trial date has been set 
pending arbitration of the 
case. T

Best Defense Video Crew 
Due in SF June 2-7

How’s your ability to defend yourself? 

If you’re a little lame in that department, you 
may be interested to know some serious help is on 
the way. 

The gay and lesbian production crew for The 
Best Defense video series will be in San Francisco 
June 2-7, a spokesperson for the Anchorage, 
Alaska-based group told the B.A.R. 

The series - comprised of three instructional 
videos and a documentary, according to Morgan 
Grey - “is being made specifically for the gay and 
lesbian community and features eight of the world’s 
leading martial arts/self defense instructors.”

A “Wall of Restitution” honoring gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual veterans and active 
duty personnel will be unveiled at a 7 
p.m. reception on Armed Forces Day, this 
Saturday, May 20. The unveiling will pre¬ 
cede the opening night performance of 
the new Tale Spinners Theater play A 
Credit to Her Country - voices of les¬ 
bians in the military, written by Lee 
Jenkins, at Centro del Pueblo, located at 
474 Valencia Street (at 16th) in the city. 

Lee Miller, president of the Tale 
Spinners board of directors. Army veter¬ 
an, and executive director of the Wall of 
Restitution Project, said the project is par¬

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Bites and Pieces 


E ver since the Oklahoma 
bombing, the left and right 
sides of America’s political 
spectrum have been inter¬ 
loping on each others’ his¬ 
toric territory: lately we’ve seen 
some of the brightest liberal minds in 
the country (Morris Dees of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, for 
one) describing federal law enforce¬ 
ment agents as good and honorable 
people, while the right is calling 
those same agents thugs and Nazis 
and demanding unfettered free 
speech. This was unthinkable not so 
long ago; Abbie Hoffman must be 
rolling in his grave. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
National Rifle Association will stand 
behind ACT UP in its outrage over 
new revelations that it was spied 
upon by the FBI’s, er, thugs and 
Nazis. Or whether the members of 
the right who fancy themselves free 
speech advocates because they sup¬ 
port the broadcasting of hate speech 
(and/or are supported by it) will sup¬ 
port those activists’ right to speak 
and protest as guaranteed by the con¬ 
stitution. Don’t bet on it. 

Frankly, although we agree with 
Supervisor Migden that ACT UP 
deserves to be heralded rather than 
harassed, we also believe the infiltra¬ 
tion was inevitable. Only the most 
politically naive could have thought 
the feds weren’t at ACT UP meetings 
- at least, at the meetings of ACT UP 
chapters that truly accomplished 
things - so the confirmation hasn’t 
changed our view of our government 
appreciably. 

We urge all who have been pene¬ 
trated by federal agents to accept the 
inherent flattery: we would never 
want to join a political action group 
that the government didn’t want to 
spy on. Whatever would be the point? 

We wonder if the FBI is bothering 
to spy on our large national gay 
groups. Again we say, whatever 
would be the point? Lately we’ve 
heard from our spies that a certain 
ineffectual Angry Lesbian is slated 
for the top spot at the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund. We hope not. 

This is no personal vendetta 
against the Angry Lesbian (whom we 
have found to be not at all angry, but 
in possession of a surprisingly sunny 
disposition when we have met her) or 
1995 


against the Victory Fund. It is, how¬ 
ever, a clarion call to the large nation¬ 
al groups that they need to stop this 
incestuous inbreeding before some¬ 
one gets hurt. The lifeblood of those 
groups has gotten so thin by now it’s 
no wonder we’re getting bruised all 
the time. 

Of course, it isn’t only the fault of 
the groups: the members of the com¬ 
munity who ought to be replenishing 
their ranks are, for some reason, not 
doing so. The far right is restocking 
itself like gangbusters, but a fear of 
public involvement appears to be par¬ 
alyzing our side. (No wonder fundies 
refuse to believe we comprise more 
than one percent of the population; to 
judge from our national groups the 
entire lesbian and gay community 
might well consist of a few dozen 
people.) 

We need more people to step for¬ 
ward and become active, both in gay 
rights - we still like the term “gay 
liberation” better - groups, and in 
politics. If you have the time, now is 
the time. 

In the meanwhile, we urge the 
Victory Fund to carefully consider 
whether they want to pay for all the 
additional baggage the Angry 
Lesbian will carry into the job. If she 
is really the best homosexual candi¬ 
date to apply, perhaps it’s time the 
national groups looked into hiring 
straight people. Whatever someone 
does in bed should not automatically 
disqualify a candidate (even one who 
engages in heterosexuality), particu¬ 
larly if the candidate is capable of 
moving the movement. We’d rather 
have a competent straight behind the 
wheel than an inept Angry Lesbian 
any day. 

As we said, this isn’t a personal 
attack: it’s a recognition that the time 
to take such matters seriously is upon 
us, if the recent decision about 
Cincinnati’s anti-gay ballot measure 
handed down by the U.S. Court of 
Appeals (see story, page one) is any 
indication. The parallels between that 
ruling and Jim Crow laws and early 
Nazi legislation is obvious - so obvi¬ 
ous, in fact, it’s being pooh-poohed 
by the right wing. Don’t be reassured 
into complacency. Despite what the 
Republicans have always maintained, 
their pooh-pooh stinks to high heav¬ 
en. T 


Hate Disguised 
as Justice

I am incredulous that the Virginia 
Supreme Court denied Sharon Bottoms 
custody of her own son because she is a 
lesbian. I could have sworn that the U.S. 
Supreme Court has already held that the 
potential for the stigmatization of a child 
because of who her parents are is not a good 
enough reason to deny that parent custody. 

Other rationale for taking Tyler away 
from his mother, but that has received less 
attention from the press, includes a concern 
about a phenomenon not unknown to young 
mothers - Sharon’s poverty. The court also 
expressed concern about the fact that 
Sharon’s mother has “more than [a] typical 
grandmother relationship with the child,” 
because she babysits him frequently. Again, 
this phenomenon is also very common 
among young underemployed mothers. 

Further, the court is convinced that 
Sharon’s interest in asserting her rights to be 
a lesbian mother overrides her interest in 
doing what is best for Tyler. This smacks of 
the right-wing rhetoric of queers wanting 
“special rights.” Where is it written that 
Sharon’s desire to achieve the best interests 
of Tyler and her desire to exercise her rights 
to lesbian motherhood are mutually exclu¬ 
sive? Since it is probably written nowhere, I 
am convinced that most of this so-called 
rationale is pretext, i.e., make-believe rea¬ 
sons for the real reason the court denied 
Sharon custody, and that reason being that 
she is a lesbian. 

Who ever told heterosexuals that they are 
the only ones entitled to the children they pro¬ 
duce? Who has told heterosexuals that they are 
the only ones eligible for parenthood? And 
why do heterosexuals continue to sing the 
same lame song about sexual identity being 
private and relatively insignificant, when it 
has, can, and will continue to be used to deny 
queers their children, their families, their jobs, 
their homes, their spirit, their physical safety, 
in short their very right to humanity? 

With all the hoopla about family values, 
focusing on families, and strengthening fam¬ 
ilies, the minute lesbian and gay couples 
attempt to create one, say, by having children 
- the children are snatched away; or try to get 
legally married - we are told that our rela¬ 
tionships are not equal to heterosexual 
unions and, thus, not entitled to the marital 
privilege; or the second we attempt to 
express our affection publicly, we become, 
and often are, targets for murder or at least a 
savage beating. 

What kills me is that while heterosexuals 
simultaneously stereotype queers as sexual 
predators and unstable in relationships, they 
either create barriers or stand passively by as 
every and any attempt we make to build fam¬ 
ily and community is undermined, criminal¬ 
ized, and made damn near impossible. 

The Bottoms decision is very important. 
And I’m outraged that yet another good par¬ 
ent is being denied the right to her own child, 
while abusive, incestuous, and otherwise dys¬ 
functional patriarchal heterosexual family 
structures thrive and receive full backing from 
the State. If most people recognize that they 
hail from these dysfunctional families — 
specifically, dysfunctional families with het¬ 
erosexual parents — where is the proof that 
that model is superior to lesbian families? To 
gay families? Or to single-person families? 

And one more thing, although Sharon’s 
legal team has decided to petition the 
Virginia State Supreme Court for a re-hear¬ 
ing and is generally committed to this battle. 
I’ll bet that there will be no outcry from any¬ 
one other than queer rights organizations, 
like the National Center for Lesbian Rights, 
or Lambda, and the ACLU attorney who rep¬ 
resented her. There will likely be no outcry 
from the other chain-store public interest 
legal organizations, either. Queers will cry; 
hets will say “What a pity;” and life on the 
collective left will continue on its narrow lit¬ 
tle way. ▼

Thank you for your recent editorial on the 
bombing in Oklahoma City. 

I hope many people read your editorials and 
start thinking about them, because they illuminate 
interconnections linking events, facts and situa¬ 
tions. Often these interconnections are not obvious, 
so it is up to us to figure them out. Your recent edi¬ 
torial “Fundamental(ist) Problems in Oklahoma” is 
a brilliant example of political commentary. 

You are truly speaking for all of us when you 
remind us that “As gay bashing victims, women 
seeking abortions, and ‘Arab-looking’ and other 
people of color know, domestic terrorism has been 
practiced in this country for some time.” These are 
daily facts of our lives. 

When I declared in this paper ( Advertisement, 
p. 18) on 4/13/95 - six days before the bombing - 
that “terrorism is the wave of the future,” I was not 
only predicting the future but describing our cur¬ 
rent experience and our past. Over the years, I have 
been attacked four times on the street, once nearly 
murdered in my own home by a homicidal psy¬ 
chotic, and nearly gunned down at work on July 1, 
1993 on the 34th floor at 101 California St. 

I pray that we all can help President Clinton to 
understand more fully this interconnectedness. 
Clinton, the Democrats, Republicans, and all 
responsible, decent citizens need to stand up 
against the “increasingly violent right wing 
rhetoric spilling across the airwaves and the halls 
of the nation’s capital” (Mike Salinas, B.A.R., 
4/27/95, p. 6 ) before the hatemongers kill or incite 
others to kill more babies and innocents. 

The times are growing short because Bosnia is 
really not that far away in time and space; we need 
courageous leaders, not pork-belly, self-centered 
politicians whose only care is re-election and per¬ 
sonal power. Clinton and others are genuine and 
good-hearted human beings. They’d better learn 
fast, and we all had better learn fast many ways to 
be better citizens; informative B.A.R. editorials 
help this cause greatly.

between a priest and a ten-year-old is similar to 
one between a priest and another man. One he calls 
“consensual sex,” as if he were applying for a job 
as a forensic psychiatrist. 

What Weiss calls “paedophilia” was known to 
Plato as boy-love, the most exalted form of love. It 
was defended by Jeremy Bentham, who used the 
Greek-derived term pederasty, meaning, explicitly, 
boy-love, in the first English-language treatise in 
defense of homosexuality. 

To Walt Whitman, lover of numerous young 
teens, it was known as the “love of comrades.” 

To Oscar Wilde, who today would be registered 
with the state as a “sex offender,” it was “The love 
that dare not speak its name... such a great affec¬ 
tion of an elder for a younger man as there was 
between David and Jonathan... that deep, spiritual 
affection that is as pure as it is perfect.” 

If you want to read about men enamored of ten- 
year-olds, pick up a copy of the Orton Diaries. If 
you want to see what forensic psychiatrists call a 
“juvenile sex offender” (hundreds of these are 
locked up around the U.S.) read Edmund White’s 
A Boy’s Own Story. If you want to see how far all 
this is from gay life, read about twelve-year-old 
Harvey Milk at the Met in The Mayor of Castro 
Street. Certainly you won’t find any of this in that 
gay classic Death In Venice ! 

My point is this: To deny the traditional place of 
man/boy love in the gay community is to deny the 
traditional place of the gay community in the greater 
society. Honest gay historians know that man/boy 
love has been a long tradition in the Church, bal¬ 
ancing the stale orthodoxy with a humanity which 
keeps the Church vital to its followers. 

Gay scouts know the same is true for the BSA. 
More important, in many cases, the denial is also a 
lie. and the worst kind: a deadly lie motivated by 
greed and self-interest. How many men must 
receive multiple life sentences for oral sex (as 
Robert Butler has in Nevada), before gays refuse to 
be baited by dishonest politicians like Jesse 
Helms? How many tea-room queens or nude 
bathers must be registered and taste the vigilantism 
faced by so many registered boy-lovers, before 
registration becomes a gay issue again? 

The blanket denials of our lesbian and gay 
politicos are so transparent, a Kansas housewife 
can see through them on a misadjusted TV from 
across the room. They cost our credibility, and 
reinforce rather than allay the fears of those who 
should be our allies. Alan Bell and Martin 
Weinberg found in 1978 that 25 percent of their 
large Bay Area sample of white gay males had had 
partners under 16 when they were themselves over 
21. How do we explain this fact?

“Gilligan’s Island” flap 

[The following was sent to Rick Lenat, Caltrain 
account supervisor at Jamison Cawdrey 
Benjamin:] 

I am writing regarding a radio spot for Caltrain 
that I heard on KKSF (103.7 FM) this morning 


during the 5:30 a.m. newscast. KKSF referred me 
to you as the Caltrain account supervisor. 

The spot depicts two Caltrain commuters dis¬ 
cussing their remembrances of characters on the 
popular television series Gilligan’s Island. Their 
dialogue concludes with an exchange designed to 
give the impression that “Gilligan” and “The 
Skipper” were engaging in homosexual relations 
in the “small hut” they shared, and that such an act 
“might be mutiny.” 

As an openly gay resident of San Francisco, 
I was dismayed at the derogatory context in 
which this advertisement casts same-sex rela¬ 
tionships. The spot uses not-too-subtle innuen¬ 
do to drive home the point that such a relation¬ 
ship would be considered unsavory, at best, and 
the use of the term “mutiny” carries unfortunate 
overtones of punishment and prosecution. 
Further, in an age where we are losing thou¬ 
sands of our best American minds and talents to 
AIDS, jokes and derogatory comments regard¬ 
ing homosexual people should never be consid¬ 
ered appropriate. 

When I brought my concerns regarding the 
Gilligan’s Island spot to the attention of Steve 
Feinstein, Program Director at KKSF, Mr. 
Feinstein agreed with me that the dialogue could 
be construed as derogatory toward gay people, and 
indicated to me that he would pull the spot from 
further airplay on KKSF. 

Mr. Feinstein also brought to my attention 
another advertisement in the same Caltrain series. 
In that spot, the dialogue between the commuters 
portrays a potential “same-sex” attraction in an 
equally positive light as it depicts heterosexual 
attraction. If your intention is to give “cultural 
equivalence” to lesbian and gay relationships in 
the context of your advertising dialogue, I 
applaud your effort in this second spot and hope 
that you will consider retooling the Gilligan’s 
Island advertisement to reflect a similar healthy, 
non-derogatory context toward same-sex rela¬ 
tionships.

Noise pollution 
at the gym #1 

[The following was sent to 24 Hour Nautilus:] 

I am concerned about the choice of radio sta¬ 
tions played at the 24 Hour Nautilus Club on 
Sutter Street where I work out. When I joined in 
1986 and I signed the agreement, one of the rules 
was that I wouldn’t use abusive or obscene lan¬ 
guage. The radio station KMEL has not only 
obscene language in the music it plays but also 
disc jockeys who make homophobic slurs. 

Several months ago, I heard a KMEL disc jock¬ 
ey say, “If one of you homos touches me I’m going 
to kill you.” When I asked at the front desk about a 
change of station I was told there is no policy 
about what is played; whoever is there makes the 
choice for the moment, and it may change through¬ 
out the day depending upon who is working. They 
changed the station which had been going con¬ 
stantly for several weeks. 

Recently someone has been selecting KMEL 
again on a regular basis. I need to know if 24 Hour 
Nautilus will continue to play a station that singles 
out a segment of society for mockery and threats. 
On April 3rd, the disc jockey dialed a gay commu¬ 
nity events recording phone number and made 
derisive comments while the taped schedule of 
events message was played over the air. He ended 
by saying “I don’t like fairies.” This kind of audi¬ 
tory pollution not only distracts me during my 
workouts but causes stress and lowers the quality 
of life. 

There needs to be a policy about playing the 
radio at the club. The broadcasting should enhance 
members’ workouts or at least be inoffensive. It 
shouldn’t be harmful and distracting, and if a rea¬ 
sonable policy can’t be adopted concerning what 
to play, then no radio should be played. 

I also don’t think 24 Hour Nautilus should 
advertise on KMEL because it is bigoted, inflam¬ 
matory, inciting, obscene, and backward.

Both Migden and Shelley are 
already being called the 
favorites in their respective 
races. 

And what about that recur¬ 
ring rumor that former Mayor 
Art Agnos is seriously consider¬ 
ing a fight against John Burton 
for retiring state Senator Milton 
Marks’s seat? All of these 
“musical chairs” games hinge, 
of course, on what Willie Brown 
decides to do about his political 
future. 

Incidentally, Migden picked 
up one of those endorsement 
quotes that other politicos only 
dream about when Senator 
Dianne Feinstein said (in her 
endorsement), “Carole Migden 
was the best finance chair San 
Francisco has ever seen.”

Jesus, Jerry, Sweet Honey: 
Woman’s Quest for Divinity

I n search of spiritual expres¬ 
sion and harmony, I began a 
journey through twisted 
realities - but realities 
nonetheless. Each of the drasti¬ 
cally different environments and 
states of mind presented me 
with offerings; some of the tra¬ 
ditions and oblations caused me 
to balk, and others I embraced 
and sopped up like biscuits and 
gravy. Now, if you believe that 
the “no pain no gain” theory 
applies to spirituality - let us 
pretend it does for a moment - 
you will understand when I tell 
you that I have to make sure that 
my gain does not pale when 
compared with my pain. 

As a recovering Catholic, I 
know I do not wish to have any¬ 
thing to do with drinking the 
blood of Jesus, let alone eating 
him; I would much rather be cov¬ 
eting my neighbor’s wife. Aware, 
from my childhood church-going 
days, that I would not kneel down 
and consume Jesus, I, in a dress, 
tights, “ladies’ shoes” and a 
leather jacket, recently embarked 
on a trip to a neighborhood black 
Baptist church. 

The church was a communi¬ 
ty of sorts, but not one where I 
want to live. It had its own rules 
and regulations, conservative 
streak and eccentricities. Being 
a black woman in a dress, I was 
warmly welcomed with smiles 
and nods of acknowledgment. 

The ceremony I could not 
swallow. The beautiful stories 
and emotions expressed by the 
voices of the women in the choir 
opened wounds that were later 
salted by the preacher. He spoke 
of “brotherly love.” Women 
made up more than half the con¬ 


gregation. The “peace and sanc¬ 
tity” equated with the promised 
land that he had achieved by 
being “saved and given the gift 
of eternal light,” was only a 
crumb of the pie I envision as 
the promised land. 

The music, however, stayed 
with me for days. I wanted more 
of the voices, but I had no toler¬ 
ance for the rest. Actually, the 
experience was much like my 
relationship with watermelon 
bubble gum. It has a flavor all 
its own, not quite like watermel¬ 
on but not like anything else. I 
chew it for a few minutes; take it 
out (the sugar hurts my teeth 
much like the salt); analyze it.

noticing its unique shape; throw 
it away; and savor the pleasant 
taste for a while knowing that it 
just ain’t the real thing. 

Spiritual constipation 
vs. complete nakedness 

Jerry Garcia: Talk about 
experiencing spiritual constipa¬ 
tion. The pain was not bad. I 
was assaulted by rich boys aton¬ 
ing for their sins by listening to 
a big, white, hairy man howling 
black folks’ words about getting 
to the promised land. 

I am so accustomed to this 
sort of torture that I was numb 
(or maybe it was just the stupe¬ 
fying contact high). I made no 
gain. It was as if he tried to hug 
me and my immediate reaction 
was to push him away with my 
elbows in his chest. 

The handful of dykes as well 
as the few black people present 
seemed to be “tripping way 


hard, man.” An attempt was 
made on my part to connect 
with another sister by using the 
standard simple inquiry, “Hey, 
how’s it going?” She responded 
with uncontrollably rolling eyes 
and a slurred “Havin’ a good 
show, dude?” I kid you not. 

I guess the Jerry fans have to 
start listening to something 
other than dollar signs some¬ 
where, but that certainly is not 
where I needed to be. Although 
Jerry did fundraisers for the 
Black Panthers before it was 
cool and has advocated for 
black and gay rights over the 
years, he still doesn’t seem to 
quite get it. 

The last stop in my quest for 
divinity that I will tell you about 
was pure chewing satisfaction. 
An evening with Sweet Honey 
in the Rock. 

There I was completely 
naked without an adopted per¬ 
sona for the evening. My sisters, 
any one of whom could also 
have been my mother, were 
cradling and caressing me with 
their voices, all the while rear¬ 
ranging my innards. 

They pushed and pulled me 
to my limits with my mind pried 
open so that it could swim 
freely. They gently roped me in 
and seated me in my chair 
before they left the stage. It was 
as if gravity had forgotten me 
one hot summer day and left me 
to float into my own world 
where I could eat fresh cold 
watermelon forever. 

At last I had found the spirits 
to whom I could entrust my 
own. My only pain was scraping 
together $20 for a ticket - and 
that is $10 less than a ticket to 
see that big, white, hairy man 
I’ll have you know. ▼

The first successful repeal of gay rights as a bal¬ 
lot measure in America was Colorado’s 
Amendment Two in 1992. and members of the 
group that backed that measure have since export¬ 
ed their knowledge, helping to initiate similar leg¬ 
islation throughout the country. It is only because 
of hard work by the Colorado Legal Initiative 
Project and other concerned lawyers that the tenets 
of Amendment Two have not yet become law. The 
U.S. Supreme Court is scheduled to hear the case 
later this year. 

Migden told the Bay Area Reporter, “I was 
there to say ‘Good for you,’ and help bolster them 
up and tell them we’ll help you in California. 

“We’re [still] trying to figure out what we’re 


going to try and do about it here in California,” she 
said, then added, “I think I have a leadership role 
here and I should use it to advance the community 
here, and also nationally.” 

And bolster and advance she did. Migden told 
the Colorado audience, largely comprised of mem¬ 
bers of the group the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, “I commend the Colorado Legal Initiatives 
Project for their efforts to keep this deplorable law 
from taking effect.” 

The admiration was mutual. Denver attorney 
Mary Celeste, who assisted in the suit against 
Amendment 2, told the B.A.R. that Migden’s pres¬ 
ence was crucial for Colorado activists who don’t 
live in a large gay community like San Francisco. 
“When you see someone [like Migden] who has 
come so far as an openly lesbian elected official, 
it’s inspiring to others,” she said. “We’re talking 
about starting at Ground Zero here.” ▼

join or not join the union, but all 
new employees must pay either 
union dues or affiliation fees to 
the union - unless they are pro¬ 
hibited by religion from doing 
so. 

After six months, new 
employees will have a month to 
decide if they want to continue 
as a union member or not. 

Every 18 months after they 
either joined the union or paid 
affiliation fees, workers have 
one month to revisit and change 
their decision, according to 
Regina Aragdn, Deputy 
Director for Public Policy. 

Non-union workers are free 


to join the union at any time, but 
under the modified agency shop 
proposal all employees are still 
members of the bargaining unit 
and are bound by the contract, 
Aragon said. 

New policies to be 
implemented 

Under the proposal, SFAF 
workers who provide bilingual 
services on the job will receive a 
$50 monthly premium. The pro¬ 
posal also initiates a grievance 
and arbitration process that will 
be used to resolve disputed 
issues. 

Because the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation has been 
unsuccessful in finding a health¬ 
care insurance provider to pro¬ 
vide healthcare coverage for 


domestic partners of its employ¬ 
ees, Aragon said the agency will 
pay the premiums for registered 
domestic partners who are able 
to obtain individual coverage 
privately. If domestic partners 
are unable to obtain insurance, 
the agency will contribute to the 
medical bills of the partner up to 
the amount they pay for the 
worker’s healthcare insurance 
coverage. 

“I’m pleased that this chapter 
in the foundation’s history is 
being closed,” Christen said. “It 
will allow us to reinvigorate 
ourselves in the fight to end this 
horrible pandemic.” 

The 11 -year-old non-profit 
social service agency has more 
than 100 employees and a $10 
million annual budget. ▼

Lesbian Custody Battle Resolved 

Slain woman's lover, mother, pleased to share — sort of

BUFFALO (UPI) - The 
upstate New York custody battle 
between a lesbian and her slain 
lover’s mother has been 
resolved in what is being called 
a landmark co-guardianship 
arrangement. 

An agreement announced 
Thursday, May 11 in Buffalo, 
N.Y. divides custody of the 
three youngsters, conceived 
through artificial insemination, 
between Pamela Hennessy and 
the children’s maternal grand¬ 
mother. 

“The arrangement gives both 
parties the ability to be involved 
in the day-to-day life of the chil¬ 
dren,” Erie County Surrogate 
Judge Joseph Mattina specified, 
“and both parties must agree on 
all decisions concerning the 
boys’ schooling, religion, and 
health.” 

The attorneys in the case said 
the custody arrangement is the 
first of its kind in the nation. 

Although Mattina said he 
was pleased both parties agreed 
to the arrangement, Hennessy 
was “intimidated into signing 
the agreement,” she told United 


Press International. 

“If I hadn’t accepted the co¬ 
guardianship,” she said, “I 
would have had very limited 
visitation with the boys.” 

The three boys, aged 6, 8, 
and 9, were conceived through 
artificial insemination while 
Hennessy was living with their 
mother, Michelle Ferrarro 
Hennessy, who gave birth to the 
children. The two women 
underwent a marriage ceremony 
in 1987, but the union is not 
legally recognized in New York 
state. 

Before Thursday’s agree¬ 
ment, Hennessy had no legal 
relationship with the children. 

The couple split up in 1990, 
but Hennessy, 38, took care of 
the boys in her home. Michelle 
Ferrarro Hennessy was stabbed 
to death in April of 1994. No 
one has been charged in the 
murder. 

After Michelle’s death, both 
Pamela Hennessy and the 
maternal grandmother, Patricia 
Bartel, sued for custody of the 
boys. 

The court placed the children 
in foster care with Bartel, while 
Hennessy was allowed one hour 


supervised visits each week. 

Under the agreement, the 
children will live with their 
grandmother and stay with 
Hennessy on alternate week¬ 
ends, Wednesdays, holidays, 
and vacations. 

The court will continue to 
make quarterly assessments of 
the arrangement, and both the 
adults and children will contin¬ 
ue to receive professional coun¬ 
seling. V

indigent gay men. 

“The AIDS service delivery 
system was designed for middle 
class people,” Cross said, “but 
our clients may have been living 
on the streets or under a bridge 
for the last six months when 
they come in, because they have 
a lesion or have nightsweats.” 

Emergency 

emergencies 

“It’s just one example,” 
Cross told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “but in order to 
receive ‘emergency housing,’ 
clients need to have a letter of 
diagnosis. Our clients may not 
have seen a doctor for years, 
much less have a letter of diag¬ 
nosis. So, we have emergency 
emergency housing.” 

According to AIDS epidemi¬ 
ological experts, the Tenderloin 
officially has the third-highest 
incidence of AIDS among San 
Francisco neighborhoods, but 
because residents are typically 
diagnosed in later stages of the 


disease. Cross and others famil¬ 
iar with the area believe that it 
actually has the highest inci¬ 
dence. 

“In the gay community, we 
struggle to get desperately need¬ 
ed money to fight AIDS. We 
have to push still harder to get 
these resources into neighbor¬ 
hoods like the Tenderloin, 
which have quietly become the 
epicenter of a hidden wave of 
the epidemic; a quiet devasta¬ 
tion, virtually ignored by the 
rest of the city,” Cross said.

he great advantage of a 
hotel is that it’s a refuge 
from home life,” said 
George Bernard Shaw. 
Maybe that’s why so many gay 
people in San Francisco make 
their homes in them. Then 
again, maybe it’s because so 
many of the city’s plentiful, 
small, gay-friendly residential 
hotels are very affordable. 

With city rents continuing to 
soar, many working people of 
limited means are establishing 
relatively permanent domiciles

have two distinct advantages: 
they generally require no securi¬ 
ty deposit, and they are avail¬ 
able on a weekly, rather than 
monthly, basis. That helps both 
those who have trouble setting 
aside larger sums in these reces¬ 
sion-plagued days, as well as 
apartment-dwellers who need to 
stash visitors who’ve arrived for 
a week or - gasp - two (as visi¬ 
tors to this town are so frequent¬ 
ly wont to do). 

Rents at the smaller residen¬ 
tial hotels are available from 
around $85 per week without 
private bath, up to $135 per 
week with bath. (And way, way, 
beyond, of course, depending 
upon your definition of a resi¬ 
dential hotel and your require¬ 
ments; these are not guppy 
hotels or bed-and-breakfasts 
we’re talking about here, but 
basic, decent livable places to 
fall back on or get started in.) 

Among the best of these, in 
terms of both location and man¬ 
agement, is the Palo Alto Hotel, 
located at 1685 Sacramento near 
Polk. The bay-windowed build¬ 
ing is old, but it is clean and 
well-maintained. The Palo Alto 
is where many of the brawny 
Golden Gate Bridge workers 
were housed during its construc¬ 
tion - and rumor has it some of 
them still remain. For those who 
like their construction workers a 
little more contemporary, a host 
of muscular blue collar lads 
have been swarming in and out 
of the high-rise condominium 
now being built across 
Sacramento Street. Their activi¬ 
ties have been a source of some 
delight to the hotel’s staff and 
gay male tenants of late (offset¬ 
ting the noise of heavy equip¬ 
ment early in the morning). 

Jim Esselstine, the Palo 
Alto’s manager, is quick with a 
quip and manages to walk the 
thin line of allowing tenants 
their right to privacy while 
keeping a tight lid on security. 
The chief disadvantage of living 
at the Palo Alto, where rooms

rent (by the week only) from 
$85 and up, is the gay bar down¬ 
stairs that rocks out on the Polk 
Street side until 2 a.m., causing 
a couple of the rooms directly 
over the dance floor to be 
known as “boom boom rooms.” 
They are best suited for rock 
fans or the hard of hearing - or 
out-of-town guests who like that 
sort of thing (and many do). 

The Palo Alto, the Shirley at 
1544 Polk, and the Leland at

traveler). They call the San 
Francisco Marriott “a behe¬ 
moth eyesore,” adding “The best 
reason to stay here is that you 
can’t see it from inside your 
room.” Wait a minute now, some 
of us kind of like the giant juke¬ 
box. They also sharply put down 
the Leland. “Their advertise¬ 
ment features an illustrated butt 
crack,” the magazine, er, cracks, 
“probably because it’s more 
attractive than their rooms or 
location.” And they say The 
Black Stallion (on Castro 
Street) is “very sexually 
focused.” Oh well, there are 
those readers who may not 
always find that so exceedingly 
horrible. 

Top of the line, according to 
OUT AND ABOUT, is The Ritz- 
Carlton at 600 Stockton - but 
of course you could stay a 
whole month at the Palo Alto for 
the price of one night at the 
Ritz! 

Not surprisingly, the national 
gay travel magazine makes 
favorable mention of Chip 
Conley’s gay-managed Joie De 
Vivre hotel chain - previously 
detailed in this column - with 
eight hotels and two restaurants, 
now San Francisco’s second 
largest independent hotel com¬ 
pany.

BAYMEC To Honor Mineta at Annual Dinner

The gay political organiza¬ 
tion BAYMEC (Bay Area 
Municipal Elections 

Committee) will honor 
Japanese -American 
Congressman Norman Mineta 
for his strong stand on civil 
rights for all at its annual dinner- 
dance at San Jose’s Fairmont 
Hotel on June 3, co-chairmen 
Richard Nichols and Dennis 
Nyitray have announced. 

Mineta, representative of the 
15 th Congressional District 
(Santa Clara and Santa Cruz 
counties), made a forthright 
stand for gay rights at the 
national convention of the 
Japanese American Citizens 
League in Salt Lake City on 
August 6, 1994. He spoke 
against a resolution to disavow 
the action of the National Board 
of the organization endorsing 
gay rights. 

The basis of his statement 
was the inclusion of such an

organization as the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
among such similar groups as 
the National Council of La Raza 
on the issue of civil rights. 
“These organizations, and their 


members, joined us because 
they understood and believed in 
our argument that a threat to the 
civil rights of one American is a 
threat to civil rights of all 
Americans,” he said. 

The specific background 
issue was the decade-long strug¬ 
gle for redress by Japanese- 
Americans for the isolation and 
deprivation they had to endure 
when they were forcibly re¬ 
located in concentration camps 
during World War II. For years, 
Mineta pointed out, the congres¬ 
sional body charged with the 
primary action on redress, the 
Administrative Law 

Subcommittee in the House of 
Representatives, was chaired by 
an opponent of redress. But 
when openly gay Massachusetts 
Representative Barney Frank 
became chairman, the redress 
moved rapidly to completion. 

As part of the honoring cere¬ 
mony, Frank will appear on 
video with his own statements 
on Mineta and their mutual con¬ 


cern for civil rights. Mineta is 
especially grateful because 
Frank came to him with a pro¬ 
posal for breaking the stall. 

In his convention statement 
Mineta pointed out, “I cannot 
think of any more dangerous 
precedent for this organization 
to set than to take a position on 
an issue of principle based sole¬ 
ly on how directly it affects 
Americans of Japanese ances¬ 
try.” The resolution was defeat¬ 
ed, a de facto recognition of the 
equality of gay civil rights 


groups with those of racial and 
other minorities. 

The BAYMEC event will 
recognize many other politicos 
and gay activists during the 
evening. Karen Ripley will 
emcee, and music will be pro¬ 
vided by the Jesse Charles 
Band. Cocktails will be avail¬ 
able from 6 p.m., and dinner 
will be served at 7:30. Y

Poll Results Prompt Yeager 
To Run for Assembly 

Official announcement of candidacy expected soon

Encouraged by the results of 
a poll he commissioned from 
Evans/McDonough Inc., 42- 
year-old South Bay politico Ken 
Yeager is ready to announce his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination in the 1996 race for 
Assemblyman of the 23rd 
Assembly District in San Jose. 

The polls showed that “there 
was no clear front runner among 
the five probable candidates,” 
said Yeager, “so it is obvious 
that anyone can win ” 

Yeager is quick to point out 
that even without a distinct 
advantage in numbers, other 
data from the poll show a favor¬ 
able attitude toward a gay candi¬ 
date. For example, of the 400 
voters questioned in detailed, 
20-minute interviews, 75 per¬ 
cent thought it okay for gays to 
be in the military and 65 percent 
believe that gays are due all the 
civil rights as straight citizens. 
Most important of all is the evi¬ 
dence that being gay would be 
no problem for a candidate. 

Poll respondents indicated 
significant concern with both 
educational improvement and 
economic advancement, which 
are primary Yeager objectives 
for the district. His Ph D. in 
political science from Stanford, 
his position as a professor of 
political science at San Jose 
State, and his presidency of the 
Board of Trustees of the 
Evergreen Community College 
District all won him voter 
enthusiasm for his potential. 

The 23rd Assembly District 
comprises San Jose State, the 
city’s Willow Glen and East 
Side areas, and downtown. The 
poll covered these areas and 
cost $9,000. “Almost all of it 
was paid by solicited contribu¬ 
tions,” Yeager told the B.A.R. 

As he had explained at the 
outset of the polling, the major 
organizations that would con¬ 
tribute money for the campaign 
itself base their decisions for the 
amount of support they would 
give on evidence that the pro¬ 


posed candidate already has a 
strong voter appeal. The Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund, for 
example, will decide on his 
application by the end of this 
month. Yeager is confident of 
support from BAYMEC (Bay 
Area Municipal Elections 
Committee) and has had 
encouraging talks with San 
Francisco’s Non-Partisan 
Alliance. 

Other groups, such as P- 
FLAG (Parents and Friends of 
Lesbians and Gays) and BAN¬ 
GLE (Bay Area Network of Gay 
and Lesbian Educators), are 
highly probable supporters, 
Yeager indicated. 

Plans for Sacto 

As a gay legislator in 
California, Yeager has definite 
plans. He would join Santa 
Monica lesbian Sheila Kuehl 
and the LIFE Lobby in their 
efforts and individually promote 
domestic partners legislation. 

As a

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We Mothers 
March, To 
Remember 
and Fight

e stood there, more 
than a thousand of 
us, rooted to the 
sidewalk: a block- 
long line of women, mostly 
mothers, holding aloft pictures 
of bright-eyed, handsome, beau¬ 
tiful loved ones lost to AIDS or 
living with the disease. 

Silently, we mothers stood - 
fathers and sisters and brothers 
and other concerned relatives 
and friends, welcomed and 
appreciated, at our sides. It was 
the defining moment of the May 
7 Washington, D.C. Mothers 
March Against AIDS. 

We stared across at the White 
House, willing our government 
to see: AIDS has a face. AIDS is 
our children. AIDS is we who 
care for them. AIDS is we who 
loved and lost, or will lose, or 
may lose, our most precious, 
most cherished of life’s gifts to 
us - our children. 

Steadfast in determination, 
motivated by an anger so 
intense it melded the differences 
among us, we stood in a united, 
solid, and powerful challenge 
against AIDS. No one cared, at 
this point, how sons and daugh¬ 
ters become infected or affected 
by AIDS. No one asked or 
judged the origin of the disease 
in an individual. No one looked 
to see if we were religious or 
sexually diverse, or racial or 
culturally represented. No one 
asked if we were about to lose 
our children, or if we were con¬ 
cerned about potential risk to 
our children, or if we had 
already lost our children, or, 
even, if we had no sons or 
daughters to lose. 

The only issue we collective¬ 
ly cared and care about, the only 
result we fervently desire is this: 
A cure for AIDS and an end to 
the AIDS epidemic. 

The Washington Post , the 
next morning, reported there 
were 1,100 of us, and yet it felt 
more like three to four thousand 
as we streamed down the hill 
from the Washington 
Monument, marching on 15th 
Street, chanting our hopes: “A 
cure. A cure. A cure.” 

At a candlelight vigil the 
night before, we shared prayers 
for hearing and remembrance. 
We named ourselves and our 
home bases: New York (ten bus¬ 
loads), New Jersey, Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, 
California, Colorado, Ohio, 
Texas, Washington, D.C., 
Maine, Rhode Island, Missouri, 
and Pennsylvania. 

Shared stories 

Later, we shared stories. I 
learned why David Wheeler’s 
eyes were so sad, so troubled. “I 
don’t want to lose her,” he said, 
indicating his 32-year-old wife 
Susan, who has AIDS. The 
Wheelers, of Conyers, Georgia, 
lost two-year-old Ashley to 


AIDS in 1993 and, two years 
later, Brittany, at four. The twin 
sisters left behind a nine-year- 
old half-brother who grieves 
with his parents. 

Margaret Douglas of New 
York lost her son Richard to 
AIDS the same year she under¬ 
went a liver transplant and lost 
her husband while grandchil¬ 
dren were being bom. She was 
faced with a difficult incompati¬ 
bility, grief over her losses and 
joy for her own life. 

In a gathering at the 
Washington Monument the day 
of the march, I met a dozen or 
more P-FLAG members from 
Akron, Ohio. They wore shirts 
that proclaimed, “Our family 
has joined together to walk for 
people and families affected by 
HIV/AIDS.” Betty Sobel told 
me that they go together any¬ 
where to walk and speak and 
spread the message. Her son, 
Rick of Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, was there to help the 
group carry their large posters 
filled with photographs. One of 
the photos was Rick’s partner, 
another was Pedro Zamora, 
Rick’s friend, and a star on 
MTV’s Real World , a fallen star 
now. He was 22 years old. 

“Clinton, keep your promises 
to me,” proclaimed Linda 
Mowrer’s sign. Linda’s son 
Michael Harthauft was in the 
picture with his mother and the 
President. Linda, who lives in 
Lancaster County, 

Pennsylvania, said that Clinton 
promised more local AIDS 
funding and that he would raise 
his voice on behalf of persons 
with AIDS. He has not kept 
those promises, Linda says. Her 
son has survived five bouts of 
pneumocystis pneumonia since 
he was diagnosed in 1983. 

At the White House, we 
stood for 15 long minutes and 
stared in silence at the symbol 
of that President. Finally, we 
turned and filed into Lafayette 
Park where we listened to the 
Stand Up Harlem Chorus from 
New York in gospel songs, 
spoke our own speeches, and 
sang our own songs. 

Beverly Rotter of Brooklyn, 
New York, the aggrieved mother 
of poet and artist Iris De La 
Cruz, had sent the call to us. A 
year ago, a politician told her, 
“Only certain people get AIDS.” 
Angered, Beverly, who 
describes herself as a “doer” 
rather than a talker, responded 
by organizing the mothers of 
America in the first Mothers 
Against AIDS march on 
Washington. 

Tie up a lion* 

“We have lost our children 
before their time,” Beverly said 
on this bright May Sunday 
before Mother’s Day, “and we 
all grieve the same way.” She 
reminded us of an old Ethiopian 

































proverb, “When spider webs 
unite, they can tie up a lion.” 

“We are here,” she said, “to 
move mountains. And you better 
believe we will!” 

And then it was our turn to 
say our speeches, read our 
poems, sing original songs, or as 
in one poignant moment, share a 
duet of hope. A young husband- 
wife team Dee Dee and A1 
McKittrick of Colorado (she 
with T-cells at zero) sang 
together “Somewhere over the 
rainbow ...” Her mother Patti 
Fields and husband of Dallas 
were there, too, hoping. 

Brett Lykins, a Georgia 
youth, is 15 and has been fight¬ 
ing AIDS all his life. “I’ll take 
any experimental drug NIH 
comes up with,” Brett told us. “I 
made it through elementary 
school and now I’m looking for¬ 
ward to high school.” 

Thirty-five year old Alice 
Bailey, also of Georgia, told me 
the night of the vigil, “I lost my 
baby Angela at seven months. It 
was at her funeral I learned that 
it was AIDS and that I am 
infected, too.” In the park, Alice 
read a letter from feminist writer 
Susan Sarandon who wrote, “I 
want everyone to act like a 
mother. AIDS is a political dis¬ 
ease.” 

Wendy Binkowitz, home 
state not identified, sang a song 
she composed for her brother 
and friends she has lost, “The 
best we have is right here in the 
moment... the best we have is a 
heart that dares to open here and 
now.” 

Bambi Magie read poems by 
Iris De La Cruz, Beverly’s 
daughter, “I have survived [ter¬ 
rible struggles in life]. ... With 
love in my heart and fire in my 
eyes, now tell me I can’t survive 
AIDS.” She didn’t. 

“This disease doesn’t wait 
for the convenience of govern¬ 
ment.” a founding member of P- 
FLAG, Richard Ashworth of 
New York, declared. “We 
demand our government stop 
the suffering and save our chil¬ 
dren.” He and his wife lost a 
son. 

“AIDS is not something to 
keep in the closet,” Demetra 
Patukus of Pennsylvania said. 
She lost George, her son who 
founded an ethnic dance group. 

Christine Boston, a New 
York mother and a gospel 
singer, was moved to sponta¬ 
neous speech. “God told me to 
stand up and be counted. Stand 
up and fight,” she challenged. 
“If you fight, you are a winner.” 

‘Don’t turn away’ 

As a mother from California, 

I reminded everyone. “AIDS is 
not a gay disease!" I implored 
America to acknowledge our 
sons who are gay, our daughters 
who are lesbian, and the work 
they began and carry forward in 
dealing with AIDS. “Don’t turn 
away. Help us conquer AIDS.” 

My son-in-law, Garrett, my 
son’s husband, died just one 
year ago to the date of the 
march. 

Pat Paakaula came from 
Hawaii to say the worst night of 
her life was when her son Kaipo 
told her he was HIV-positive. 
Kaipo died in June. Pat’s travel¬ 
ing companions Peter and 
Louise Walker lost their son Ted 
the same day Garrett died. 
Louise sold copies of her writ¬ 
ings, now in the book Why him? 
Why now? and gave all the 
money to Mothers Against 
AIDS. 

Joanna De Fairia of New 
York lost two sons in three 
months to AIDS. “We are here 
to stop the pain, the anger, the 
tears, the suffering,” she said. 


Hilda Nieves, home state 
unannounced, read a poem she 
wrote while tending her son 
Nicky. “AIDS came to visit and 
stayed on and on, unwelcomed. 
AIDS never leaves.” 

“Gratitude,” Pearl Minsky 
from New York said. “I’m here 
because I’m blessed and grate¬ 


ful that I haven’t lost a child to 
AIDS. AIDS can hit anywhere - 
anytime.” Pearl was a mainstay 
to Beverly in organizing the 
march. 

Frank Donnelly, a psy¬ 
chotherapist from New York, 
urged that mothers organize 
more support groups. He started 


one in New York City and now 
there are ten. There are also a 
Mothers Hotline, a day care cen¬ 
ter, a buddy system to support 
mothers unable to come to 
groups, and educators who work 
to stem and stop the epidemic. 
“Strength,” he said, “is in moth¬ 
ers who have a clear, clean 


agenda to bring this horror to an 
end.” 

It was time for Beverly to 
bring the rally to an end. “We 
the mothers of America spoke 
out, carrying pictures of our 
children. We won’t let the world 
forget them. We must not lose 
another generation. It’s unbe¬ 
lievable that people are taking 
money from programs where 
more money is needed. We need 
research and HIV prevention 
education and support. We need 
to talk openly about drugs and 
sex. We, as mothers, will do it.” 

A few aides for AIDS 

The rally ended, but the 
cause was just beginning. The 
next day at a breakfast meeting 
with a few aides (very few) from 
Congress, mothers demanded 
action. 

When a letter from Charles 
Norwood of Georgia to one of 
his constituents, a mother 
among us, was read, furious 
mothers signed and sent to his 
office a spontaneous note 
denouncing the representative’s 
arrogance and ignorance with a 
copy of a newspaper story about 
the march. Representative

Fundies to boycott Vaseline?

T he “American Family 
Association” is a het¬ 
erosexual supremacist 
organization dedicated 
to media monitoring. Claiming 
an “active involvement of ONE 
MILLION PLUS supporters,” 
AFA president Don Wildmon 
describes his organization as 
“America’s #1 pro-family orga¬ 
nization fighting for whole¬ 
some, family-oriented TV.” 
Actually, AFA members advo¬ 
cate for heterosexist censorship 
and homophobic defamation on 
mainstream radio and televi¬ 
sion. 

The AFA’s most recent pro¬ 
ject involves a “Nationwide 
Television Values Survey” 
mailed to homophobes across 
the nation. The “results” of the 
“survey,” the AFA says, will be 
shared with major TV advertis¬ 
ers. 

The “survey” materials 
(which double, of course, as an 
AFA fundraising letter) state, 
“Our children are crying for net¬ 
work TV to teach them values. 
But instead of giving them val¬ 
ues, Hollywood and network 
TV give your children ... OVER 
15,000 SEXUAL ACTS AND 
INNUENDOES IN A GIVEN 
YEAR!” 

“The single best way to 
change what’s on TV,” Wildmon 
writes, “is to CONVINCE 
CORPORATE AMERICA TO 
STOP SPONSORING TV 
SHOWS which [sic] TEACH 
our children to be ... SEXUAL¬ 
LY ACTIVE ... ANTI-GOD and 
ANTI-FAMILY.” 

With a frightening dedication 
to abject censorship, Wildmon 
also tells his followers: “It isn’t 
good enough for you to just pro¬ 
tect your own children from the 
moral poison of network TV. To 
give your children and your 
family real protection, YOU 
HAVE TO WORK TO PRO¬ 
TECT THEIR PEERS, TOO.” 
In other words, no one (or as 
Wildmon would put it, “NO 
ONE”) should be allowed watch 
what AFA members don’t like. 

This new AFA campaign 
specifically targets the Unilever 
corporation. According to 
Wildmon, Unilever is “a leading 
sponsor of programs promoting 
homosexuality.” For sponsoring 
such “trash on television” and 
“an endless stream of network 
TV filth,” Wildmon has called 
for a boycott of Unilever prod¬ 
ucts (which include Calvin 
Klein cosmetics, Close-Up 
toothpaste, Q-tip swabs. 
Vaseline products, Lipton tea, 
and the Dove, Lever 2000, and 
Lifebuoy brands of soap). 

With his “values survey,” 
Wildmon has shipped out thou¬ 
sands of “boycott cards” that list 
Unilever’s many products. 
“Send a message by leaving 
these products on the shelf,” the 
card instructs each bigot-shop¬ 
per. AFA members have also 
been given pre-printed com¬ 
plaint postcards, addressed to 
Unilever. 

Once again, it’s important for 
Unilever to hear from more 
enlightened consumers, who 
support the fair, accurate and 
diverse representation of lesbian 
and gay lives. The company 
should be encouraged to pub¬ 
licly expose and denounce the 
AFA’s hateful agenda.

A death in the life 

“Soon a tractor-trailer 
roared toward him on the free¬ 
way below and, with perfect 
timing, he jumped the 25 feet 
into its path. The impact ripped 
away most of his clothes. He 
was killed instantly.” 

With that stark description, 
Craig Wilson began his com¬ 
pelling feature story, “A Gay 
Son’s Suicide, A Mom’s 
Rebirth.” The article appeared 
on the front page of the “Life” 
section in USA Today's, May 9th 
issue. 

Wilson’s article relates the 
powerful saga of Mary and 
Bobby Griffith. Mary - a funda¬ 
mentalist “Christian” - could 
not accept her son’s homosexu¬ 
ality, and so she worked dili¬ 
gently to rid Bobby of “the most 
despicable evil of them all.” 
But, of course, Bobby didn’t 
change; he died. 

Bobby killed himself in 
1983, and it was then that Mary 
began the “journey from conser¬ 
vative church-goer to parade¬ 
marching activist.” Wilson 
touches upon many of Griffith’s 
tireless efforts as he charts her 
encouraging transformation. 
Through this story, Wilson 
reveals - with tangible force - 
how the homophobia of the 
“religious right” can be “pretty 
deadly.” Wilson also includes 
comments from other lesbian 
and gay activists, who highlight 
a range of key issues (suicide, 
resource programs, educational 
equity, PFLAG, cultural invisi¬ 
bility). 

Wilson’s feature - which 
opened at a death scene - con¬ 
cludes, appropriately, on a life- 
affirming note. Mary gets the 
last word, and it’s a word of 
advice to mothers everywhere. 
If you have a gay son, she says, 
“Just love him.” 

It is no exaggeration to sug¬ 
gest that this kind of reporting 
could very well help to save a 
life or two (or even two thou¬ 
sand). USA Today is the nation’s 
largest newspaper, reaching an 
estimated 5.5 million readers.

A place for us? 

“Matt Fielding” is the regular 
gay character (who has been 
irregularly a-sexual) on the 
prime-time drama Melrose 
Place. While his romantic life 
has been hinted at occasionally. 
Matt has - for the most part - 
failed to rise above a classic TV 
stereotype. As with many other 
portrayals, this homosexual 


character could more accurately 
be described as “homosexless.” 

Even on a (relatively) pro¬ 
gressive series like Melrose 
Place, the on-camera displays 
of affection are disproportion¬ 
ately reserved for heterosexual 
players. Matt’s character is 
merely defined - but not fully 
depicted - as a gay man. In stark 
contrast to his heterosexual 
counterparts. Matt has been 
denied even the simplest of 
“kissing scenes.” 

Over the past two weeks, 
however, this double standard 
received a long-overdue (albeit 
limited) nudge. In a relatively- 
direct romantic portrayal. Matt 
was featured in a complicated 
tryst with a married closet case. 
The plot began as Matt met 
“Paul,” a new doctor on the staff 
of the hospital where Matt 
works. A series of flirtations 
culminated in a scene in Matt’s 
dimly lit bedroom. As the cam¬ 
era panned across Matt’s bare 
chest, Paul - dressed only in his 
shorts - is seen wandering into 
the hall. There, he makes a 
phone call to his wife and lies 
that he is stuck “working” late at 
the hospital. 

More suggested sex followed 
in the next episode, as did an 
ugly confrontation between 
Matt and Paul’s wife. She 
accused Matt of “seducing” her 
husband (“Sure, that’s how you 
people are”), which Matt denied 
(“I didn’t seduce him”). While 
his denial lacked the poetry of 
protest rhetoric or activist rage, 
Matt’s weak response might be 
excused in this context (after all, 
his romantic dreams - once 
again - became a nightmare). 

What’s significant here is not 
the horror of Matt’s sexual rela¬ 
tionship, but the very fact that 
this relationship was given some 
tangible form in the first place. 
It’s a minor breakthrough, but a 
breakthrough nonetheless. 
Besides, the melodramatic 
genre all but requires unhappy 
endings, especially for the 
“good guys.” And, to the show’s 
credit, Melrose Place has con¬ 
sistently portrayed Matt as a 
genuinely moral and good 
hearted person. 

The potential clearly 
remains. Melrose Place may yet 
depict the gay kiss that eludes 
Matt (and every other gay TV 
character). If he can be shown 
experiencing the same pain as 
his straight neighbors. Matt 
should be allowed - at the very 
least - to exhibit an equal pas¬ 
sion.

Democrats Condemn ‘Homo’ 
Remark by Cal Congressman

WASHINGTON - House Democrats joined 
Thursday in condemning Republican 
Representative Randy Cunningham of California 
for his reference during floor debate to “homos in 
the military.” 

Representative Barney Frank of Massachusetts, 
who is openly gay, called Cunningham’s remarks 
“bigoted” and said, “The time is over when I will 
let that kind of gratuitous bigotry go unchal¬ 
lenged.” 

Cunningham addressed the remark to 
Representative Patricia Schroeder, D-Colorado, 
during debate on environmental legislation. 

Countering Schroeder’s support for an amend¬ 
ment applying the requirements of the federal 
Clean Water Act to shore-based naval facilities, 
Cunningham addressed Schroeder as “You social¬ 
ist,” and said he expected such a position “ from 
someone who would support homos in the mili¬ 
tary.” 

A small number of legislators were on the floor 
at the time, and one of them. Representative 
Bernard Sanders, I-Vermont, said Cunningham had 
insulted “thousands” of members of the U.S. mili¬ 


tary who have fought and died for their country. 

Several Democrats, having arrived shortly after¬ 
ward to vote on the amendment, which was over¬ 
whelmingly rejected, condemned Cunningham’s 
remarks. Representative 
Jerrold Nadler, D-N.Y., 
said he felt “shock and out¬ 
rage and contempt.” 

Cunningham returned to 
the floor to insist his com¬ 
ments were defensible 
because they were part of a 
larger criticism of 
Schroeder as a lawmaker 
who would “degrade the 
national security of this 
country.” 

Randy Cunningham Stopping short of an apol- 
ogy, Cunmnghmam said: I

and it should have been 
‘homosexuals’ instead of ‘homos.’ We do misspeak 
sometimes.” 

Frank said, “Trying to prove anything to the 
member from California goes beyond the pale of 
my oath, and I won’t try.” ▼

Arthur Spiegel had cited two 
grounds for his 1994 ruling 
against the ballot measure. He 
said the charter amendment vio¬ 
lated both the First Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution (the 
right to petition) and the 14th 
Amendment (equal protection). 
Lawyers for the city and the 


out-of-state coalition that sup¬ 
ported the amendment success¬ 
fully argued before the appellate 
court that gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual citizens should not be 
considered a legally identifiable 
class entitled to special protec¬ 
tion under the law. 

“We think the 6th Circuit is 
flat-out wrong,” said lawyer 
Scott Greenwood, the ACLU 
attorney for the plaintiffs. “The 
court ignored or seriously mis¬ 


construed a whole body of con¬ 
stitutional law. I don’t know 
what case they were deciding, 
but it wasn’t ours. 

“The court’s ruling would 
make Issue 3, which actually 
encourages discrimination, a 
part of the basic law of 
Cincinnati,” Greenwood told 
United Press International. 
“That makes this a shameful day 
in Cincinnati and a shameful 
day for the Constitution.” T

hood education, promoting reten¬ 
tion efforts to keep students in 
high school, and fostering job 
retraining. “It is vital to a chang¬ 
ing economy,” he emphasized.

Gallo: Hormone May Stop KS 

Pregnant women's urine 'blocks tumors, and kills them'

BETHESDA - National Cancer Institute 
researchers announced May 3 a hormone found in 
the urine of pregnant women appears to kill cells 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS), a cancer that is general¬ 
ly very rare, except among people with AIDS, 
especially gay men. 

Estimates are that more than a third, and per¬ 
haps as many as 50 percent, of gay men with AIDS 
will develop KS, which is characterized by malig¬ 
nant, blue-red skin tumors usually found on the 
extremities. It also affects heterosexual men with 
AIDS, and women, but less frequently. 

In a report in the journal Nature , investigators 
led by Dr. Robert Gallo of the NCI’s Laboratory of 
Tumor Cell Biology said French researchers 
Jacques Besnier and Philippe Hermann noticed 
that all signs of KS disappeared in two women 
with AIDS - a 35-year-old African woman and a 
27-year-old IV drug user - after they became preg¬ 
nant. Gallo, the controversial scientist who battled 
French researcher Luc Montagnier for the right to 
be named discoverer of HIV, said the discovery 
corresponded with the results of seven years of 
laboratory work his team had done with immune- 
deficient mice. Clinical trials were then set up to 
give PWAs a hormone - chorionic gonadotropin - 
extracted from pregnant women’s urine, and inves¬ 


tigators say it appears to be completely non-toxic. 

In an interview with United Press International, 
Gallo said the findings offer the first hope for an 
effective treatment for KS. “I don’t want to say that 
this is going to be the 
answer,” he said, “but it is 
promising.” 

He said scientists in his 
laboratory found that in 
mice, the hormone “not 
only blocked growth of 
[tumor] cells, but actually 
killed them.” 

Gallo said the findings 
may explain why Kaposi’s 
sarcoma is uncommon in 
female AIDS patients. He 
said it appears that even 
non-pregnant women pro¬ 
duce enough of the hormone 
to give them protection. 

Gallo has been a controversial figure among 
science researchers because of a long-standing dis¬ 
pute about whether it was he or Montagnier of the 
Pasteur Institute in Paris who discovered HIV. 
Eventually, they reached a compromise with both 
men getting credit. He said he plans to leave the 
NCI within several months to establish a new insti¬ 
tute of human virology at a location yet to be decid¬ 
ed. ▼

Jordan Asks for HIV Housing 
Funds, Presidio Management

Mayor Frank Jordan went to Washington, D.C. 
this week to testify before Congress. The mayor 
lobbied for federal housing funds for the homeless, 
and spoke in support of legislation by Supervisor 
Nancy Pelosi to lease, manage, and finance the 
Presidio. 

On Wednesday, May 17 Jordan met with US 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
Secretary Henry Cisneros to lobby for $32 million 
in federal homeless housing funds from the 
McKinney Act. 

Stewart McKinney is the late New York 
Congressman who died of AIDS in the mid ’80s. 

The federal housing funds Jordan sought 
included $20 million in supportive housing grants 
to provide transitional housing for families and 
people with HIV, a well as develop a “safe havens” 
project for mentally disabled homeless men and 
substance abuse services for the mentally ill. 

Jordan also sought $5 million in funds for San 
Francisco’s successful Shelter Care program, which 
would add 90 units of housing for homeless families 
- increasing the current capacity to 400 units. 

An additional $8 million in funds sought by 
Jordan would provide 80 units of single room 
occupancy housing at the Apollo Hotel, a low- 
income housing facility in the Mission District. 


Jordan testified a day earlier before the 
Subcommittee of National Parks, Forests, and 
Land of the House Resources Committee, about 
the importance of Presidio trust legislation. 

Jordan criticized proposals that attempt to shift 
all responsibility for the former military base and 
national landmark - by conveying it or selling it 
from the Golden Gate National Recreation Area to 
San Francisco - as “the ultimate in unfunded fed¬ 
eral mandates” and said the city had “no manage¬ 
ment or ownership interest” in the Presidio. 

“The Presidio is a national park. It is a national 
asset. It is a national responsibility. As I have stat¬ 
ed before, we will share in meeting that responsi¬ 
bility. We cannot, however, bear it alone,” Jordan 
told the subcommittee. 

Jordan said that San Francisco would spend $42 
million in capital costs including water reclama¬ 
tion, sewer improvements, and trolley line exten¬ 
sion costs in the Presidio. 

An additional $1.5 million a year - in police, 
fire, and emergency services, and bus and light rail 
systems - is associated with ensuring the success 
of the proposed park, Jordan said. 

During his Washington, DC trip, Jordan also 
planned to meet with Transportation Secretary 
Frederic Pena, to lobby for federal funds to expand 
Jordan’s successful pilot program of installing sur¬ 
veillance cameras on MUNI buses. ▼

Norwood had written of his 
belief in private donations, char¬ 
itable organizations, and volun¬ 
teering to “deal with these very 
significant problems.” In part, 
Norwood wrote, “While AIDS 
is a tragic disease, it is perhaps 
most tragic for those people 
exposed to the disease unwit¬ 
tingly. Children, hemophiliacs, 
and others have been subjected 
to this disease by situations 
beyond their control. These peo¬ 
ple are perhaps the most deserv¬ 
ing of our attention because they 
are clearly victims of this dis¬ 
ease.” 

A friendly Congressional 
aide tried to sympathize by 
telling the story of a 15-year-old 
he’d met who had a blood trans¬ 


fusion at four “and was 

He caught a fury of hisses 
and boos, and didn’t even get 
the words “innocently infected” 
out. 

Mothers told him in voices 
raised in long-felt anger, “There 
is no ‘good’ AIDS, ‘bad’ AIDS. 
We are not interested in making 
AIDS a punishment or an occa¬ 
sion for martyrdom. Those atti¬ 
tudes must be changed. These 
are our children you are talking 
about. Accept them for who 
they are, real people with a real 
disease. We want them cured.” 

The mothers made a clear 
statement that we would not be 
divided by controversy. We will 
not be stopped by arrogance and 
ignorance. 

There were people from 
Georgia in the breakfast room 
meeting who are now commit¬ 
ted to the defeat of 


Congressman Norwood and the 
rest of us pledged to help. Mr. 
Norwood’s letter will be copied 
and read at every P-FLAG meet¬ 
ing in the nation. 

While appreciating the repre¬ 
sentatives and senators who are 
working to hold on to funds, 
mothers demanded action and 
pledged their help. As of May 8, 
53 senators were planning to 
vote to renew the Ryan White 
Care Act that provides financial 
help to those afflicted with 
AIDS. Mothers marched out the 
door of the breakfast room to 
lobby others to join these legis¬ 
lators. Mothers lobbied 
Congress that day and made 
plans to go home and organize 
marches in their own states. 

Beverly said it all: ‘Tell them 
the mothers are coming, and we 
won’t stop marching until 
there’s a cure.” ▼

What’s in a Name? Plenty! 

All ACT UP groups are not the same

didn’t know 
1 whether to laugh or 
cry last week when 
we read in a number 
of sources that “ACT UP” had 
disrupted Project Inform’s 10th 
anniversary dinner. We weren’t 
surprised that statements issued 
to the media by a small handful 
of individuals whom ACT 
UP/New York founder Larry 
Kramer appropriately called 
“psychopaths” were filled with 
lies, but we were aghast at how 
easily some were misled. 

In case there is doubt in any¬ 
one’s mind, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate did not disrupt Project 
Inform’s dinner; in fact, many of 
us attended the event. We have 
an excellent working relation¬ 
ship with Project Inform, and - 
although no two organizations 
can agree all the time - we have 
worked with PI on many issues 
and will continue to do so. 

The real story, one we wish 
would get more attention in the 
media, is how a tiny group has 
attempted to hijack the ACT UP 
name for its own purposes. 

For the last several years, two 
separate ACT UP chapters - 
ACT UP/Golden Gate and ACT 
UP/San Francisco - have coex¬ 
isted in the city. While we had 
different priorities and organiza¬ 
tional styles, we shared the 
same goals as all ACT UP 
groups around the country: an 
end to the AIDS pandemic 
through improved research, 
treatment, care, and government 
policy, and, most importantly, a 
cure. The two groups often 
worked together. 

But in the past year ACT 
UP/San Francisco has been 
taken over by a small clique 
calling themselves “DNCB 
Now!” They alienated and drove 
away longtime members - a 
number of whom have 
expressed to us their anger and 
sadness at what has become of 
an organization they once loved 
- until practically nobody but 
DNCB Now! was left. 

As far as we can tell, ACT 
UP/San Francisco has effective¬ 
ly ceased to exist: Their only 
number listed in the phone book 
“ACT UP Alternative 
Treatment” - is disconnected. 
They have not publicized regu¬ 
lar meetings for some time, at 
least not in any publication 
we’ve seen. DNCB Now! con¬ 
tinues to use the ACT UP name 
because it gets them attention, 
even though it is legally regis¬ 
tered in San Francisco to a 
member of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate.

Earl “Bud" Hinkle, 39, died with family in attendance at the fami¬ 
ly home on Monday, May 8 in Anderson, California after a long battle 
with AIDS. 

“Bud," as he was known to family and friends, was instrumental in 
restructuring and developing programs to care for people with 
HIV/AIDS in Shasta County. He developed and coordinated the 
Volunteer Program for the Shasta-Trinity AIDS Consortium, founded 
and facilitated the Support Group for People with HIV/AIDS, orga¬ 
nized the support group for Family, Friends and Caregivers of People 
with AIDS, and co-founded the

With the help from the Health 
Department and local clergy, he 
organized Shasta County’s first 
AIDS Vigil and Candlelight 
Memorial Service for World 
AIDS Day. He was an active 
AIDS educator, speaking to 
numerous local organizations, 
schools, and media. 

A life-long resident of Shasta 
County, he left only briefly to 
complete his Master’s Degree in 
Psychology at Chico State 
University and to work with 
AIDS patients in San Francisco. 
During his six years in San 
Francisco, he earned his 
Marriage, Family and Child 
Counselor State License. 

His spare time in San Francisco 
was spent at an AIDS volunteer 
for the Shanti Project and the 
UCSF AIDS Health Project Volunteer Therapist Program. He also 
worked for KAIROS House, facilitating support groups for Caregivers 
of People with AIDS, and with Caremark, facilitating a support group 
for infusion patients who had AIDS. 

In 1990 he developed his private practice as a Psychotherapist. 
Though he worked with a variety of clients, his work in private prac¬ 
tice mostly centered around individuals, couples, and groups of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

Bud is remembered for his caustic wit, organizational abilities, 
perfectionism, leadership, and his compassion and caring for people 
with AIDS and their families.

Fashion Impairment 


by Michael C. Botkin 

I have gone through nearly 20 
years as a gay man despite a 
nearly insurmountable 
handicap: I am fashion- 
impaired. It took me some time 
to fully realize just how bad I 
had it, or how important it was, 
but I finally got the message. 
Being a gay man and being 
fashion-impaired is like trying 
to be gay while hating Judy 
Garland (which I also do) - it’s 
possible, but it’s not easy. 

I’m one of those unfortunates 
whose mother dressed him for 
high school. I just didn’t care 
what I wore or, for that matter, 
what others wore. Certainly 
such external fixtures were a 
poor indication of a person’s 
true worth? (One could also 
argue that such external fixtures 
are a sign of what the underly¬ 
ing person is like, but I was at 
that time blind to this.) 
However, I gradually came to 
realize that this was not the 
majority opinion on the matter 
and that others were intensely 
interested in what we were all 
wearing. 

Having conceded that fash¬ 
ion was important to some, if 
not most, people still left me at 
sea as to what was fashionable 
and what was not. I just lacked 
that fifth sense that most people 
seem to have some of. 

This was not without its pay¬ 


offs. For one thing, I got com¬ 
pletely through high school 
without ever being seriously 
accused of being a fag, despite 
plenty of evidence toward that 
conclusion. It was simply too 
impossible to consider someone 
as unfashionable as myself a 
potential homosexual. Being 
fashion-impaired is a great way 
to pass as straight. 

Of course, that advantage

faded when I came out at age 20 
and began to go to gay environ¬ 
ments and bars. There my 
inability to dress fashionably 
came uncomfortably to the fore. 
You can get away being dressed 
by your mom to go to school, 
but not to go to a gay bar. My 
mom’s goals for me, fashion- 
wise, didn’t include picking up 
men, which had become my pri¬ 
mary concern. I had to make 
some sort of change. 

Grunge style 

I had enough sense not to try 
and become a fashion plate. I 
have seen some fashion- 
impaired people try that 
approach, and it isn’t pretty. 
They go out and spend a fortune 
on designer clothes, and careful¬ 
ly match their wardrobes to the 
ads they see in the slick maga¬ 


zines. Alas, those ads are terri¬ 
bly misleading, and the whole 
effect tends to be subtly, horri¬ 


bly off. They look just as 
unfashionable as before, but 
they’ve spent a lot of money and 
given away that they want to be 
fashionable - and can’t. 

Instead I went for the grunge 
look, though this was long 
before grunge become an offi¬ 
cial fashion option. Tom jeans, a 
tattered T-shirt, beat-up sneak¬ 
ers: these conveyed a sense of 
appropriate fashion insensitivity 
(“I can’t be bothered with such 
trivialities”) while still looking 
relatively attractive by contem¬ 
porary gay standards. 

If I’d had even a little fashion 
sense, I might have tried the 
butch clone style that was then 
coming into vogue. It doesn’t 
take much talent to dress like 
one of the Village People, and 
the uniform was so standardized 
that even a hopeless nerd like me 
could aspire to it. But it didn’t 
appeal to me, and besides, even 
clone style is something of an art 
and I doubted (with good rea¬ 
son) whether I was equal to it. 

Eventually, despite my handi¬ 
cap, I got a boyfriend, and now 
he dresses me instead of my 
mom; a significant improve¬ 
ment. A fashion-impaired person 
soon learns not to take offense 
when their partner asks, in a ten¬ 
tative voice, if you’re really 
going to wear that shirt with 
those pants. At this point I just 
ask what he’d recommend 
instead. There’s no percentage in 
protesting, since you’ll only end 
up looking the worse if you win. 

Of course, this method of 
compensation only works if one 
partner in the couple has a decent 
fashion sense. If both members 
of the couple are fashion- 
impaired, they will only tend to 
reinforce each other’s pathology. 
A fashion-impaired gay man is in 
trouble: a fashion-impaired gay 
couple is well on its way to com¬ 
plete ostracism or, assuming 
their friends put up with their lit¬ 
tle quirk, constant ongoing com¬ 
mentary on their looks. 
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One way out of this dilemma 
has been offered by the AIDS 
epidemic; namely, the whole¬ 
sale appropriation of a recently 
dead friend’s wardrobe. 
Although the deceased has 
taken their fashion sense with 
them to the great beyond, 
they’ve left their extensive col¬ 
lection of clothing behind to 
benefit their less well-dressed 
surviving brethren. 

I discovered this a few years 
ago when my best friend Andy 
died. My partner and I had 
flown out to Chicago to say 
good-bye and help him depart 
this vale of tears, but hadn’t 
thought about dressing up for 
his memorial, though it was 
obvious (or should have been: I 
was in my usual AIDS denial) 
that he wasn’t going to be alive 
when we left. 

So he died on a Tuesday, and 
to my surprise, the memorial 
was scheduled for that Friday, 
just before we’d jet off for 
home. I was slated to give the 
eulogy, and I didn’t have a thing 
to wear other than my typical, 
fashion-impaired civilian 
clothes (jeans, button-down 
oxfords and sneakers). 

Fortunately, my state of 
AIDS-related wasting had 
reduced me to the point where I 
fit Andy’s clothes perfectly. I 
put on his nice boots (already 
broken in!), some decent slacks, 
one of his best shirts and his 
watch, and sailed off to give my 
speech. I did notice a few odd 
looks from some of his co¬ 
workers, who recognized the 
clothes and watch, but overall I 
looked marvelous. 

Afterwards, morbidly sorting 
through Andy’s belongings, I 
claimed most of his wardrobe. 
Andy, unlike me, had a very 
solid fashion sense - he was 
director of design at the local 
historical society, which 
requires a professional level of 
fashion awareness. He cared 
more about how he looked, had 
more money to spend on it, and 
had better taste than me to boot. 
On every particular, I found his 
wardrobe superior to my own. 

The resulting influx of 
decent shirts went a long way to 
undoing the worst effects of my 
own fashion-impairment. I 
haven’t scored so big since, 
although I did get a whole bunch 
of decent shoes from another 
recent departure. Shoes are 
good to inherit because they’re 
already broken in, and if you’re 
the right size, this amounts to a 
considerable advantage. 

I don’t believe that survivor 
rights to dead PWA wardrobes is 
the answer to the dilemma of fash¬ 
ion impairment among gay men. 
But it’s at least a partial corrective, 
like having a lover to check you 
before you go out on the streets 
and embarrass yourself. 

Please, next time you’re about 
to make a bitchy remark about 
some evil queen’s outfit, stop to 
consider whether or not they suf¬ 
fer from fashion impairment and 
can’t really help themselves. We 
don’t want to be uncool; we just 
can’t help ourselves! Let’s have a 
little compassion for those of us 
who just can’t seem to get the 
right look, who are, alas, fashion- 
impaired. ▼

Something for Everybody 

Increased Number of Lesbian Pics, Films From Latin America 
and Spain Reveal Queer Diversity in 19 th L/G Film Festival 


E or queers and other "margin¬ 
al” constituencies, the 1992 
H elections and Clinton’s victo- 
^ ry offered the hope of a return 
to sanity and the re-establishment of 
egalitarian democratic principles in 
government office. 

Three years later, and a whole lot 
of high hopes deferred, a com¬ 
pelling documentary of one specific 
struggle appears to remind us that 
the battle to preserve civil rights is 
far from won. Heather MacDonald’s 
Ballot Measure 9 (plays the Castro 
Theatre May 22-25) is a cogent, 


clear, and moving account of the 
hard work, determination, and 
moral courage of the Oregonians 
who stood their ground against a 
powerful fundamentalist Christian 
assault on lesbian and gay civil 
rights. The film’s straight-ahead 
documentary style lets the story 
unfold like the high drama that it is. 
Ballot Measure 9 burns with energy 
and conviction. 

The film takes us right into the 
belly of the beast: meetings of the 
Oregon Citizens’ Alliance, a born- 
again Christian group led by Lou 


Mabon, dedicated to "the battle 
between good and evil” - so-called 
“Christians” vs. “less than human ” 
homosexuals seeking “special 
rights.” OCA’s virulent fear- and 
hate-driven rhetoric fueled a well- 
executed, highly organized cam¬ 
paign for ballot measure 9, which 
defined homosexuality as “abnor¬ 
mal, wrong, unnatural, and per¬ 
verse,” and sought to institutionalize 
discrimination in housing, employ¬ 
ment, and access to public services 
on the basis of sexual orientation.

'You Gotta Give 'Em Hope' 


The Political Harvey

IP ames Patrick Kennedy’s 
new solo show at 
P! M Josie’s, You Gotta Give 
’Em Hope: Harvey Milk 
in His Own Words , is a compila¬ 
tion of speeches, letters and 
interviews given by the late San 
Francisco supervisor and gay 
activist. Scrupulously 

researched and enacted, it’s a 
portrait of the man who was at 
one time the most famous open¬ 
ly gay person in the country. 

Under Danny Scheie’s lively 
direction, this piece succeeds 
both as history and theatre. And, 
as we might expect, it lacks 
nothing in political edge. 

You Gotta Give ’Em Hope 
begins with a short recording: 
Kennedy as Milk making a tape 
which is to be played only upon 
his death by assassination. It’s a 
gentle, if painful, reminder that 
Milk’s life was cut short when 
he was murdered in City Hall by 
Dan White in November 1978. 

A moment later, the piece 
whips back in time to the begin¬ 
ning of Milk’s distinguished 
military career (which ended 
with a dishonorable discharge 
for being homosexual), then 
breezes through his stint as a 
New York investment broker, 
traverses a love affair (through 
letters) with Joe Campbell, and 
comes to rest with Milk’s even¬ 
tual move to San Francisco, 
where he found his “home” in 
the Castro. 

It’s hard to capture a person as 
charismatic and eloquent as 
Milk, who, in a relatively short 
period of time, propelled the gay 
rights movement from the side¬ 
lines to the headlines. Yet 


Kennedy pulls it off - and in a 
scant 75 minutes. To do this, the 
writer/performer sacrifices 
Milk’s personal life, which is 
understandable, for had he gone 
into that, it would have shifted 
the focus from the Milk that 
Kennedy is trying to present, the 
political Milk, the man who ral¬ 
lied both gays and straights to 
claim San Francisco for them¬ 
selves. 

Above all, Kennedy’s ener¬ 
getic, direct performance is inspi¬ 
rational. Again and again, 
Kennedy’s Milk calls for action. 
In a world where gay rights are 
not fully recognized, passivity and 
complacency are unacceptable. 

The performance’s climax 
finds Kennedy standing in the 
balcony at Josie’s delivering the 
speech that Milk gave in Dallas 
in 1978: “You gotta give ’em 
hope,” Milk says. “There are 
closeted gay teenagers in dan¬ 
gerous situations all over the 
country, hearing again and again 
about the ‘evil’ of homosexuals. 
For them and for those who are 
not closeted gays but fed the 
same lies, all gay people must 
come out of the closet. Only 
then will the truth be accessible 
to all, and only then will so 
many lives be saved.” 

For the uninformed, You 
Gotta Give ’Em Hope is a les¬ 
son in history and activism. For 
the informed, it’s a refreshing 
reminder of what gays can do. 
For both, it is a respectful look 
into the soul of a hero. T

Hard Living 

O scar-nominated Polish director Krzysztof 
Kieslowski recently achieved fame in the West 
with his trilogy Blue , White and Red. In 1989, 
however, his The Deka/og, 10 “modern morality 
tales inspired (loosely] by the Ten 
Commandments," caused a sensation at the Venice Film 
Festival. These approximately hour-long films about the 
denizens of a Warsaw apartment complex, originally done 
for Polish TV. displayed a morose, darkly comic and 
always unrelenting vision that captured in often harrow¬ 
ing detail their director's view of them as "just a look at 
how difficult it is to live." Arguably Kieslowski's master- 
work. The Dekalog is strikingly simple and straightforward 
(albeit not always terribly "cinematic"), creating with an 
admirable economy of means a world that is both star¬ 
tlingly genuine and hauntingly dreamy, gritty and glori¬ 
ous. What a pity that Kieslowski has decided to grace the 
screen no more. The Dekalog plays the Roxie May 19-May 
29. Call 431-3611 for more information. Y

'Beyond Bagdad' 

Attack of the Killer Debs

t’s hard to believe that any 
W. show could live up to self- 
m promotion like a “dykie 

musical about wayward 
women, devilish debs and a 
butch with a badge,” but Beyond 
Bagdad , the new hit at Theatre 
Rhinoceros, does just that. 

Rambunctious and whimsi¬ 
cal, Beyond Bagdad is commu¬ 
nity theater in the truest and best 
sense of the word: the lesbian 
community may be the primary 
focus, but the real star of the 
show is small town San 
Francisco in all its quirky, self- 
satisfied glory - from neighbor¬ 
hood foibles to pokes at politi¬ 
cos to gender role bashing. 

Great acting and great 
singing might not be present at 
every moment, but the lack of 
polish somehow adds to the 
charm and down-home feel that 
prevails throughout. Big laughs 
from the romantic farce plot, 
combined with sprightly musi¬ 
cal numbers featuring familiar 
tunes fitted with new lyrics, 
make Bagdad a real San 
Francisco theater treat. 

Written with great comedic 
flair by Pamela Forrest and 
Doug Holsclaw, Bagdad never 
pretends to be anything but an 
old-fashioned variety show - the 
kind college kids used to put on 
to show off their cleverness and 
to bond with their classmates. In 


Bagdad , the “college kids” are a 
likable group of eight women 
and one man (who spends 
almost the entire time in full 
drag) whose lives are caught up 
in a swirl of lesbian lust with a 
dash of middlebrow bigotry 
thrown in to keep things dramat¬ 
ic. 

Lipstick debs 

The action begins in North 
Beach when Jodie Houston, vis¬ 
iting from Bagdad, Kentucky, is 
left stranded by Cecil, her 
fiance. Distraught, she narrowly 
escapes, becoming jaywalking 
road kill when ultra-butch, 
ultra-cute Officer Buffy Cantrell 
steps in to save the unwitting 
tourist. It’s love at first sight for 
Buffy and Jodie (wink, wink, 
hello Family Affair), but we still 
have an hour and a half to wait 
for the sexually confused Jodie 
to figure out that she’s really a 
repressed dyke. 

Mysteriously appearing as 
virginal Jodie’s guide through 
the liberating streets of San 
Francisco is Cissy (where’s Mr. 
French?), a member of the 
transvestite community, who 
guides the innocent into the 
arms of her loving cop and ulti¬ 
mately reveals a none-too-sur¬ 
prising secret. Along the way, 
our dynamic duo must resist the 
influence of Ditsy, Skitsy and 
Titsy, ultra-femme debutantes 
whose goal is to shave, bikini 


wax, and otherwise de-dyke the 
world’s lesbian population. 

In Forrest and Holsclaw’s 
hands, the silliness is inspired, 
with laughs coming from every 
angle. Crisis after crisis comes 
and goes, including a deb attack 
on a k.d. lang concert, jealous 
ex-lovers reappearing, and a 
deb-planted douche bomb that 
explodes in a vibrator boutique. 
Having survived the latter. 
Officer Buffy swaggers in and 
says, “It’ll take more than 
springtime freshness to take me 
out.” 

Titsy is honorary queen 

Director Adele Prandini 
ensures that her amiable cast 
makes the most out of the big 
humor. It would be difficult to 
pick the biggest ham in the cast, 
but the winner has to be Erin- 
Kate Whitcomb as Titsy, the 
head deb. With her creative flair 
for evil doings and bitchy atti¬ 
tude toward those less perfect 
than herself, Titsy could be a 
gay man, and in Whitcomb’s 
astute portrayal, that’s exactly 
what she acts like. The result is 
nothing short of hilarious. 
Whitcomb is a wonderfully 
daffy comedian. She is ably 
assisted by her fellow debs 
Trish Adair and Bird McCargar, 
whose performances aren’t as 
big as Whitcomb’s but are plea¬ 
surable nonetheless.

Monica Grant as Buffy the cop 
and Michele Le Castre as Jodie 
the virgin are completely 
charming. Grant is especially 
funny with her stalwart heroics. 
When she swoops in to save 
Jodie from the oncoming traffic, 
somehow the victim ends up 
safely on the police officer’s 
knee. P.A. Cooley brings a dash 
of Peggy Lee to his drag perfor¬ 
mance as Cissy, and it’s a big 
compliment to say he fits in 
beautifully as one of the girls. 

The joke-laden script and 
over-the-top performances are 
made positively effervescent by 
the music. Musical Director 
Scrumbly Koldewyn, who 
seems highly amused by all the 
goings on from his stage right 


perch, provides accompaniment 
with personality. The old chest¬ 
nut “San Francisco (Flowers In 
Your Hair”) sounds new with 
lyrics like, “There’s a whole 
generation who like same sex 
stimulation.” 

An unabashed crowd pleaser 
(opening night audiences nearly 
stomped holes through the the¬ 
ater floor). Beyond Bagdad is a 
wellspring of womanly whimsy 
and is best described by one of 
the evil debs as “speeding down 
the homo highway with no 
brakes.” ▼

The woman with the 
whiskey-tinged voice walked on 
stage and began with tightly 
wrapped sets of hits and lesser- 
known gems. A loose version 
of “Ain’t It Heavy?” started 
things off and was followed 
with “If I Only Wanted To.” She 
and guitarist John Shanks, 
bassist Mark Browne, and 
drummer David Beyer then 
delivered a picture-perfect ren¬ 
dition of “Similar Features.” 

Throughout, Etheridge 
directed her spirited high energy 
towards the primarily lesbian 
crowd, though she often 
referred to the “mixed” crowd, 
meaning she’d observed that 
heterosexuals were along for the 
ride. During “Come To My 
Window” she stuck her fist 
straight up in the air to punctu¬ 
ate the line, “I don’t care what 
they think. I don’t care what 
they say.” 

The crowd Saturday was 
straight out of the Michigan 
Womyn’s Music Festival, as 
evidenced by the unfurling of a 
large rainbow flag near the 
stage. Etheridge openly and 
warmly relished her female 
admirers and at one point began 
serenading the audience from 
the aisle separating the reserve 


and general seating sections. 
Looking like a blonde Romeo in 
black jeans and leather jacket, 
Etheridge belted out three les¬ 
bian hugging songs, “Ain’t It 
Heavy?”, “I Will Never Be The 
Same,” and from her new 
album, “All the Way to Heaven.” 

The only thing better would 
have been Melissa and her all¬ 
girl band. Still, John Shanks 
proved a virtuoso during the 
show, playing at least six guitars 
and keyboards. Bassist Mark 
Browne and drummer David 
Beyer provided the rest for an 
excellent, playful chemistry. 

Halfway through the show, 
just after “Yes I Am,” Etheridge 
and her band broke out into long 
jams, which turned out to be 
their strong suit. The rich and 
deeply felt emotions that live 
performances obviously evoke 
for Etheridge now became evi¬ 
dent; at one point she laid down 
on the stage, nearly straddling 
her guitar to finish her portion 
of the song. 

She emerged from this ses¬ 
sion with an a capella “Dance 
Without Sleeping.” Dykes and 
other women, who were sud¬ 
denly transformed into Melissa 
Etheridge nuts, were on their 
feet for the remainder of the 
show. She surprised most of us 
by ending with AC/DC’s “You 
Shook Me All Night Long.” You 
sure did Melissa. ▼

'Unidentified Human Remains 
and the True Nature of Love' 

Into the Void

he focus of Brad Fraser’s 
Unidentified Human 
Remains and the True 
Nature of Love , currently 
at the Magic Theatre, is on the 
malleability and inconsistency of 
friendship. Simultaneously, Fraser 
is striving for something more. 

In order to explore his subject, 
the playwright focuses on the lives 
of an oft-neglected generation of 
people, those bom at the end of 
the Baby Boomer generation but 
before the advent of Generation 
X. Coming in between both 
groups, this generation is neither 
one nor the other, yet is a little bit 
of both. And in Fraser’s opinion, 
this is not a pleasant place to be. 

Contradictions abound: As 
people, they neither accept love 
nor reject it. Their lives are nei¬ 
ther wonderful nor awful. Each 
character has remarkable vision, 
yet is blind to his/her own 
foibles. They know their friends, 
yet never show that they know 
anything about them but their 
names. All in all, it’s not a pretty 
place to be, and Fraser captures 
this void perfectly in his writing. 

Set in the city of Edmonton, 
Alberta, where, according to one 
character, winter lasts about ten 
months, the play focuses on two 
pals and their traumatic lives. 
David (David Arrow) is a gay 
waiter and former TV actor who 
spends most of his time wander¬ 


ing the local gay haunts (bars and 
parks) in search of quick, but ulti¬ 
mately unsatisfying, sexual 
thrills. His roommate and best 
friend. Candy (Delia 

MacDougal), is a book reviewer 
who virtually shuts herself up 
inside their apartment, venturing 
out only to go to the gym and to 
stop off at a bar on the way home. 

The atrophy of their lives is 
complicated by the other char¬ 
acters. 

Haunting all of the ensuing 
complications are the macabre 
murder tales told to the audi¬ 
ence by David’s psychic prosti¬ 
tute pal, Benita (Nancy Shelby), 
and the even more ominous 
news accounts of the rapes and 
mutilations of a series of young 
women in the town. 

Although it’s perfectly obvious 
who the killer is, Fraser weaves 
the various threads of his play so 
subtly that the character’s pres¬ 
ence is more a portent of doom 
than it is actually threatening. 

As with all Industrial Strength 
Productions, the acting is excel¬ 
lent. MacDougal once again 
proves that she is one of the Bay 
Area’s great actresses. ▼

The festival’s lighter fare, 
like the programs of short films 
compiled separately for lesbian 
and gay audiences, is always 
fun. And the surprise sneak pre¬

9:30 p.m.) is a consistently hot 
ticket - although, historically, 
these bookings have not always 
been winners. (Remember Zero 
Patience, the AIDS musical?) 

Films from Spain and Latin

The smart money is on 
Maggenti’s vaguely autobio¬ 
graphical lesbian love story. 
Although a mood of celebration 
may put Wigstock over the top, 
the reaction at a recent press 
screening was subdued. Surfing 
the Aqua Net may turn out to be 
a little less amusing than most 
anticipated. Nevertheless, any 
film that offers two Tallulah 
impersonators - The Dueling 
Bankheads - lip-syncing “Born 
to be Wild” is bound to have its 
moments. 

Now in its 19th year, the 
largest and most important gay 
film festival in the world has 
trimmed down in ’95 to 229 
titles. Of this total, 35 are fea¬ 
ture- length films, and 11 of the 
features are by or about les¬ 
bians. The primary venues are 
the Victoria Theatre (2961 16th 
St.) and the Castro Theatre, with 
the Roxie dropped from this 
year’s festival due to its small 
seating capacity. Last year, 90 
percent of the screenings at the 
Roxie sold out, leaving many 
eager filmgoers unable to get 
tickets. The Victoria, just two 
blocks from the Roxie, almost 
doubles the Roxie’s seating 
capacity. 

Excellent docs 

Last year’s attempt to sched¬ 
ule screenings outside of San 
Francisco has been abandoned 
this year, but a change in ticket¬ 
ing procedures should keep non- 
SF residents from getting shut 
out of the action. Tickets are 


now available at all BASS out¬ 
lets throughout the Bay Area, 
including The Wherehouse and 
Tower Records/Video stores. 

As always, I encourage 
everyone to see as many of the 
documentary features as possi¬ 
ble. This year there are 22 to 
choose from, with several 
nations making contributions. 
Dutch filmmaker Claus Muller 
is represented with two films 
that tell of the persecution of 
homosexuals during the 
Holocaust (We Were Marked 
With A Big A) and of gay par¬ 
ticipation in the Dutch 
Underground ( After the War 
You Have to Tell Everyone 
About the Dutch Gay 
Resistance Fighters). From for¬ 
mer Iron Curtain countries, 
there’s After the Revolution, 
which documents sexual 
repression in the former Czech 
Republic, and Coming Out of 
the Iron Closet, which offers a 
glimpse into the lives of sexual¬ 
ly disenfranchised Soviets. Bay 
Area filmmaker Barbara 
Hammer takes a look at South 
Africa’s gay life in Out in South 
Africa, and Aerlyn Weissman 
and Lynn Fernie ( Forbidden 
Love) return with Fiction and 
Other Truths: A Film About 
Jane Rule. 

The brilliant English film¬ 
maker Terence Davies (The 
Long Day Closes) is represented 
by The Terence Davies Trilogy, 
three short black-and-white 
films made from 1976 through 
1984. Davies’ recreation of his 
own working-class upbringing 
in Northern England won’t 
make you leave the theatre 
whistling, but his dark vision of 
human alienation is compelling.

Twilight of the Angelenos

111 t is appropriate that Berkeley 
7 ' r was the site of the world pre- 
- / mier of 1 was Looking at the 
K ""' Ceiling and Then I saw the 
Sky because the piece is a paean 
to political correctness. 

Alas, that is all the simplistic 
“two-act song play” offers. With 
music by John Adams, libretto 
by June Jordan and directed by 
Peter Sellars, this 
“earthquake/romance” (as 
Jordan calls it) is a mind-numb¬ 
ing, heavily amplified evening 
which left me with new empathy 
for political dissidents who are 
sent to reeducation camps. If 
you value propaganda in the the¬ 
ater more than drama, emotion 
or characterization you will 
adore Ceiling/Sky. Otherwise it 
is a long evening. 

The work consists of 25 
songs sung (or spoken) by seven 
characters who live in Los 
Angeles, all of whom are under 
25 years old. Consuelo (played 
by Sophia Salguero) is original¬ 
ly from El Salvador, in this 
country illegally, unmarried and 
the mother of two children, the 
youngest of whom was fathered 
by Dewain (Harold Perrineau, 
Jr.), a black reformed gang 
leader just out of jail. Consuelo’s 
young son is missing and she 
decides (for some reason) immi¬ 
gration officials have taken him 
“for bait.” (Huh?) She calls 
Dewain’s beeper and on the way 
to her house Dewain stops off at 
a convenience store to pick up a 
couple of beers to help the two 
of them calm down. Deciding 
the checkout line is too long, 
Dewain (“a natural bom leader”) 
steals the beer. 

Unfortunately for him, Mike 
(Michael Ness), a white cop, 
just happens to be there and 
arrests him. Since Tiffany 
(Kaitlin Hopkins), a white ‘TV 
crime-as-news reporter,” is tag¬ 
ging along with Mike in search 
of a story, she films the whole 
event. At Dewain’s trial his 
Legal Aid lawyer, Rick (Welly 
Yang), a Vietnamese immigrant, 
tells the judge, “... it’s always 
open season/on a Young Black 
man set up to fail ... /I think it’s 
a Cultural Thing/His rage and 
his petty mistake!” 

Also in the cast are David 
(Jesse Means II), a womanizing 
black Baptist minister, and Leila 
(Kennya J. Ramsey), a black 
graduate student who works as a 
counselor in a family-planning 
clinic and who is trying to keep 
David’s attention all on herself. 

One of the (many) major 
problems with the piece is the 
libretto. Consuelo tells Leila, 
“What is more beautiful than the 
babies/bom of a lust/for justice 
and dignity/ - and me?!” Later, 
Leila replies, “Sex is great 
but/It’s not the same as public 
education!” Even Mozart would 
have difficulty finding inspira¬ 
tion in that, unless he treated it 
as the comedy it really is. 

Adams, however, seems to 
have decided to take it all seri¬ 
ously, and though the overture is 
in his familiar ( Nixon in China, 
Death of Klinghoffer) minimal¬ 
ist style, the rest of the music is 
a variety of pop idioms - blues, 
Motown, jazz, rock, etc. 
(Adams has said he was inspired 
by Gershwin’s Porgy and Bess 
and Bernstein’s West Side 
Story.) The most enjoyable part 
of the evening was listening to 


Harold Perrineau, Jr. as Dewain. 


Adams’ orchestrations played 
by the Paul Dresher Ensemble 
under the direction of Grant 
Gershon. But none of the songs 
really come to life. None help us 
care about the characters on 
stage, or flesh them out beyond 
their superficial outlines. 

In fact, these one-dimension¬ 
al stereotypes are often down¬ 
right offensive. Had Ceiling/Sky 
originated in Alabama rather 
than Berkeley, and if the two 
white characters had not been 
treated with such contempt, the 
portrayal of the non-white char¬ 
acters as they now stand would 
(deservedly) raise cries of 
“racist” from the media: David 
as the oversexed black man, 
Consuelo as a Latino woman 
who only wants to have lots of 
babies, Rick the Oriental who 
wants to go out with the blonde 
white woman. Dewain the angry 
black man. 

But since bumbling Mike 
(being white) has no sense of 
rhythm and therefore is totally 
out of it when the men sing their 
jazzy “Song About the Sweet 
Majority Population of the 
World,” and since Tiffany is just 
an empty-headed, sex-crazed 
blonde bimbo, it must all be okay. 

In an astonishingly inept bit 
of plotting (even by this piece’s 
standards), Mike makes his way 
to Tiffany’s apartment after an 
earthquake hits LA to make sure 
she is okay. She comes on to 
him sexually, and when he does 
not respond she exclaims, 
“Maybe you’re queer! Maybe 
you’re gay!” 

Mike: “Maybe - Jesus Christ 
- maybe you’re right!” 

Tiffany: “Obviously this is 
not a good night!” 

Right. Just because a man 
chooses not to have sex with a 
particular woman, it means he is 
gay, even though he hasn’t in any 
way shown a sexual attraction to 
another guy. Seconds later Rick 
shows up and Tiffany (according 
to the libretto) “throws herself 
into Rick’s arms.” 

Sellar’s direction seems to 
contribute little to the evening. 
At the beginning of the piece the 
actors moved into the audience 
(a la Hair ) but soon gave that up. 
The committed, competent cast 
was hampered by the hand 
mikes they used constantly, 
especially in Act II where sever¬ 
al couples tried singing into their 
mikes while hugging each other, 
giving new meaning to the word 


awkward. Even with the mikes, 
about a third of the words were 
unintelligible. Unfortunately the 
orchestra was also amplified, 
making the overall sound level 
often painfully loud. ▼

United They Danced

m lH* he buzz was so strong for the San Francisco 

| | Ballet’s international dance festival last week that 
> the house (all 3300 seats) was completely sold 
out. People started lining up for standing room at 
4:30 in the afternoon for an 8 p.m. curtain. The standees 
were so thick that it was a pleasant struggle just getting 
through the crowd and into the auditorium. 

Reporters had come from all over the world: from Britain 
alone there were five or six, from The Times, The Observer, 
The Scotsman, and others I never got straight. And dancers 
had come from Shanghai, Tokyo, Moscow, London, Caracas, 
Leipzig, Copenhagen, from north Italy, Cuba, Australia, 
Holland - 145 dancers in all (including SFB), divided up over 
three nights. Fourteen choreographers took bows with their 
dancers, and at the end of the evening, when all the perform¬ 
ers came back out on stage, at least half the house stood and 
cheered as the dancers onstage clapped and waved back at us. 

Three nights in a row, we saw fabulous dancing: the lev¬ 
els of performance were exceptionally high, and so were 
the spirits of the crowd. The occasion was the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the signing of the United Nations Charter here in 
San Francisco, and the feeling was like a great family 
reunion, where a miraculous spirit of indulgence has arisen, 
and for the time being people are willing to love each other 
in spite of, perhaps on account of, their differences. 

Under these conditions what matters is that eveiyone 
must knock themselves out to entertain each other, they must 
give 110 percent, and all parties acknowledge that if they 
give you all they’ve got, that’s enough. Thus the audience 
cheered long and hard for Alicia Alonso, who at age 76 and 
almost completely blind, did what pirouettes and petite bat- 
terie she still can do, and allowed the company she founded 
(the National Ballet of Cuba) to surround, support, and adore 
her. The dance was pitiable: a Mother’s Day card come to 
life, choking with sentimentality and emotional blackmail. 
Still, Alonso belongs at a celebration of the United Nations. 
She is a monstre sacre, but she is also virtually a head of 
state; she represents the heroic generation of the high-mind¬ 
ed communists, who used ballets like Giselle (of which she 
was a great exponent) to advance the idea of human rights, 
and of high culture as the heritage of all humanity. 

International Style 

The festival was a smorgasbord: each country brought

a new work by a national choreographer. They came in 
many styles. The sexy Latin number came from Caracas, 
whose four skinny girls (“like whippets on speed,” the 
Scotsman said) and four hunky guys preened and 
stretched and exploded in mid-air in an atmosphere of 
cabaret exoticism, to Latin American popular songs. 
Both men and women exhibited phenomenal control, and 
though the choreography was not serious, it was well- 
crafted entertainment. 

We got sexy numbers of all kinds. The Australians gave 
us an aboriginal ritual. Corroboree was a “Rite of Spring” 
from down under, with the women throwing their skirts 
over their heads and doing lots of pelvic tilts while the men 


threw themselves acrobatically around the stage. Again the 
piece was well laid out, and the dancers hit their marks, 
posturing in a style that reminded me of Martha Graham’s 
early work - percussive, expressionistic, exciting. 

Virgin sacrifice came in many forms: in a silent-movie 
style from Shanghai (where the tyrant throws the girl 
who refuses him down a well, whence she comes back to 
haunt him); from Tokyo, in a more ritualistic style 
involving a girl and three half-naked men with pointed 
ears (fauns?); from the Bolshoi, in a Paul Tayloresque 
tale in which a thoughtless rich girl seduces and breaks 
the heart of a simpleton. 

Enduring dance 

The three ballets that seem likely to last were also the 
ones that seemed to evoke most powerfully the ideals 
embodied in the United Nations Charter. Mark Morris’ 
Pacific, for San Francisco Ballet, was a dance utopia. 
There was no cabaret exoticism; rather the men had a 
clean, open playfulness that was not turned towards us 
(they might have been horses playing in a field). The 
women seemed more serious, as if they had a ritual to 
perform - again, not for us, but for themselves. They 
entered walking in procession, and though their forma¬ 
tion expanded and contracted as their steps gained eleva¬ 
tion and velocity, they remained in a parallelogram, like 
a flock of birds. The pas de deux might be for a brother 
and sister - the romance is in how all these people have 
their freedom in harmony with each other. 

Uwe Scholz’s geometric Pax Questuosa, for the 
Leipzig Ballet, is set to sublime religious music as two 
men support the hyperflexible Sybille Naundorf. As she 
opens out into vastly extended arabesques, floating in 
their arms, she articulates longings for expansiveness, for 
perfected forms that are bom in us, that we wake up with 
every day, and almost never experience in our lives. 

The biggest hit of the festival was probably 
Christopher Bruce’s Meeting Point, for London’s 
Rambert Dance Company, which wittily used dancers in 
tails to evoke both the European power elite and the way 
young people like to dress up and play power elite (like 
on prom night). Bruce alternated the bowing and scraping 
of court dancing with a swirling postmodern idiom to set 
up anxieties about high-level treachery and dissolves 
them into a swirl of utopian joy. I hope that San Francisco 
Ballet will take Meeting Point into its repertory. T

As lesbian and gay 
Oregonians woke up to the time 
bomb at the heart of their rural 
and small-town communities, 
they pulled together to combat 
the OCA machine. Their suc¬ 
cessful counter-campaign is a 
model of how to beat the Right 
with the most basic and effec¬ 
tive tools of democratic politics 
- tireless grass-roots organizing 
and coalition-building. 

Unlikely alliances 

Activist Donna Red Wing 
emphasizes the importance of 
coming out: “the most impor¬ 
tant political act of your life.” 
This is especially true for gay 
people living in rural communi¬ 
ties, where isolation and lack of 
a centralized community can 
weaken a cohesive bloc of resis¬ 
tance. 

Kathleen Saadat emerges as 
a powerful and charismatic hero 
of the struggle. She speaks mov¬ 
ingly of her process of coming 
out in the African American 
community and forging crucial 
alliances with black Americans 
by demonstrating the clear links 
between the civil rights move¬ 
ment and lesbian/gay rights. A 
particular strength of the film is 
how it draws critical parallels 
between other examples of 
oppression rooted in hatred of 
difference, both in Oregon’s 
own history and world history. 
“No On 9” activists were able to 
garner strong support from 
other communities not com¬ 
monly thought of as particularly 
sympathetic to queers: people of 
color, Catholics, Jews, and other 


religious minorities, and the 
elderly (who witnessed first¬ 
hand the destructive power of 
the Nazi rhetoric of the ’30s, of 
which OCA and other Religious 
Right proselytizing is chillingly 
reminiscent). 

The film tracks the appalling 
escalation of violence against 
lesbian and gay people and “No 
On 9” supporters, culminating 
in the deaths of two young peo¬ 
ple in a firebomb attack on their 
Salem home. A straight woman 
who spoke out against the mea¬ 
sure was repeatedly stalked and 
harassed, and the parents of a 
lesbian who publicly “came 
out” in support of their daughter 
in an interview in the local press 
became the target of a hate cam¬ 
paign. 

The OCA denied any culpa¬ 
bility in what one gay activist 
called a “reign of terror,” but 
murderous threats left on the 
“No On 9” answering machine 
and slogans spray-painted on 
church walls were capped with 
the words: “Yes on 9.” 

Ballot Measure 9 should be 
shown in every high school, at 
every activist training, and on 
public television stations 
nationwide. More than ever, its 
message must be heard and 
heeded as the nation lurches 
ominously to the right and reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists grow 
increasingly skillful at creating 
ignorance-bred hatred. As the 
film poster puts it, a similar 
assault may be coming soon to a 
town near you. See this film, 
and get busy. ▼

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Out off the Past 
by Neil Miller; 

Vintage, $16

C . or a lively and immensely 
readable history of the 
gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, pick up the Vintage 
Original Out of the Past - Gay 
and Lesbian History from 1869 
to the Present by Neil Miller. 
This is not your run-of-the-mill 
historical tome but a truly engag¬ 
ing work that is both accessible 
and entertaining to read. 

To his credit, Miller has 
included brief excerpts of gay and 
lesbian literary works from vari¬ 
ous periods, which place each 
chapter in an accurate historical 
light. For easy reading, the book’s 
structure allows the reader to 
select chapters at random while 
providing essential historical and 
cultural information that give an 
important sense of place and time. 

The former editor of Gay 
Community News, Miller has a 
vivid, intelligent prose style. The 
book’s narrative is remarkably 
fluid and gives readers a sense of 
history in motion rather than the 
stagnant prose of more thor¬ 
ough, albeit dry, academic texts. 
Though not a historian, Miller’s 
approach to historical writing is 
an important step in reclaiming a 
popular audience that has been 
reluctant to read, let alone buy, 
books on historical subjects. 

Despite some sketchy 
research and the book’s obvious 
American-European orientation, 
the author has attempted to create 
a text that is representative of gay 
and lesbian history. But while 
Miller does include a brief sec¬ 
tion on “The International 
Scene,” it seems more an after¬ 
thought than an original part of 
the manuscript. Full chapters 
devoted to homosexuality in 
Russia and Harlem give us a 
developed picture of what homo¬ 
sexuality was like in those places, 
yet we learn far less about homo¬ 
sexuality in Japan or Argentina. 

Unfortunately, one of the 
major flaws of Miller’s book is 
the lack of historical (and cul¬ 
tural) information on develop¬ 
ing countries and its depen¬ 
dence on retelling the history of 
the more infamous gay men and 
lesbians in the West. The author 
should have subtitled Out of the 
Past - “Gay and Lesbian 
History in the West.” 

Sweeping statements 

Besides this obvious omission. 
Miller also tends to rely a bit too 
heavily on certain historians for 
his research (Lillian Faderman, 
for example, in his discussion of 
lesbians in the ’20s), while using 
other writers, like Walter 
Williams, to make sweeping his¬ 
torical statements with little evi¬ 
dence or additional sources to 
back up his claims. Miller writes: 

Williams suggests that 
migration to the frontier might 
have been a common pattern for 
men who were attracted to other 
men. Such men might have been 
drawn to the frontier because it 
was a virtually all-male society 
and because sodomy was asso¬ 
ciated with the Indians. 

While this is an interesting 
revisionist theory, Miller pro¬ 
vides little documentation for 
such a stunning historical reve¬ 
lation and goes on to quote 
Williams’ vague, if qualifying, 
historical conclusion: 

This is not to suggest that 
most men went west with these 


more or less conscious notions, 
but it does suggest that those 
historians who do not consider 
this motivation ignore an impor¬ 
tant fact of frontier life. 

This may be so, but in these 
instances Out of the Past reads 
less like a serious historical text 
and more like a “Did you know 
that?” anthology. 

The brevity of each chapter 
(and historical period) also tends 
to work against the author’s 
overall analysis. Miller falls prey 
to the “notable queer syndrome” 
and allows many of the latter 
chapters on contemporary gay 
and lesbian history to become a 


name-dropping “Who’s Who” of 
modern gay life. 

I really don’t consider tennis 
champ Martina Navratilova a 
major “historical figure,” nor do 
I believe she deserves the sever¬ 
al pages devoted to her. The 
detailed analysis of “The 
Clinton Years” is given far too 
much attention considering this 
administration’s ineptitude on 
important social issues affecting 
gays and lesbians and its betray¬ 
al of several campaign promises 
made to this same community. 

Despite these shortcomings, 
Out of the Past should be 
approached as one of the more 
lucid and well-organized intro¬ 
ductions to gay and lesbian his¬ 
tory in the West. Not since 
Jonathan Katz’s Gay American 
History appeared in 1976 has a 
writer undertaken such a mam¬ 
moth task of reintroducing gay 
and lesbian history to a popular 
audience. Out of the Past repre¬ 
sents a valuable accomplish¬ 
ment and is essential reading for 
those who desire an impressive 
chronicle of our history. T

Laughing Hysterically: 
American Screen 
Comedy of the 1950s 
by Ed Sikov; 

Columbia University 
Press, $29.50

he ’50s are often 
remembered as a time of 
dull conformity, when 
pop culture reinforced 
rigid social roles. But there was 
also dissent, as Ed Sikov points 


out in Laughing Hysterically, a 
scholarly but readable dissec¬ 
tion of comedies directed by 
Howard Hawks, Billy Wilder, 
Alfred Hitchcock and Frank 
Tashlin. 

Sikov finds that key 1950s 
works represented “a matrix of 
themes and moods: sexual 
repression, harsh social con¬ 
straints in an era of economic 
plenty, emotional despair at a 
time of political complacency, 
psychological displacement, 
and a deep-seated morbidity that 


contrasts with the mood of sim¬ 
ple-minded optimism that later 
decades have ascribed to the 
period.” 

Sikov states up front that he 
has a special interest in gay and 
lesbian depictions. He critiques 
the critics, noting with 
Wilder’s Some Like It Hot, for 
instance, that the “film’s com¬ 
mentators are often little more 
than walking, talking symp¬ 
toms of the same cultural hys¬ 
teria that produced and sus¬ 
tained the antigay assaults of 
the 1950s.” 

For Sikov, nowhere are 
reviewers’ biases more evident 
than in their analyses of Hot’s 
famous closing scene, when 
Osgood (Joe E. Brown) replies 
“Nobody’s perfect” after 
Jerry/Daphne (Jack Lemmon), 
who’s been in drag the whole 
film, reveals he’s a man. After 
illustrating how critics then and 
now (not to mention Wilder) 
have danced around Brown’s 
implicitly gay punch line, 
Sikov makes a coherent case 
that “the sexual trajectory of 
Osgood’s relationship leads 
inexorably toward a 
dreaded/desired homosexual 
act.” 

Not that ’50s comedies’ sex¬ 
ual concerns weren’t largely 
hetero. Big breasts were all the 
rage - “They were big, they 
were comical, they required 
euphemisms, and they were 
simultaneously objects of desire 
and threat,” writes Sikov. Jane 
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Russell’s anatomy was a key 
focus in Gentleman Prefer 
Blondes and Jayne Mansfield’s 
even more so in The Girl Can’t 
Help It and Will Success Spoil 
Rock Hunter? 

The last two films, directed 
by Tashlin, are often seen as 
models of ’50s artistic compla¬ 


cency, but Sikov sees them as 
challenging racism, sexism and 
other social ills of the time. That 
he’s able to conduct in-depth 
scrutiny of these two bubble¬ 
headed films without pretension 
is but one of Laughing 
Hysterically’s worthy accom¬ 
plishments. ▼

nder patriarchy, 
women have typical¬ 
ly been written out 
of history, a situa¬ 
tion that means we must con¬ 
stantly work to rediscover 
our own past, and, when nec¬ 
essary, invent a past for our¬ 
selves. In her remarkable 
novel. The Amazon 
Chronicles, Jane Robinson 
creates a fascinating, and 
utterly believable, world of 
Amazons that is compelling 
both as fiction and historical 
narrative. 

The story is set in 1240 
BCE in the realm of the 
Amazons. Constant watch 
must be kept in order to pro¬ 


tect the land, and its women, 
from the incursions of 
Achaeans, Trojans, and oth¬ 
ers of their (masculinist) ilk. 
But all is not rosy among the 
Amazons. A fight over 
dynastic heritage threatens to 
divide the women, and 
destroy their extraordinary 
country. 

Robinson creates fascinat¬ 
ing and multi-dimensional 
characters, women and men, 
who live on in the memory. 
The plots, both major and 
minor, are richly detailed. I 
found myself thinking that 
Robinson must have discov¬ 
ered an actual history, so 
credible and interesting is her 
creation of the Amazons and 
their nation. 

The Amazon Chronicles 
is a keeper, one that will fill 
your mind and dreams with 
memories of a time when we 
walked free and unafraid 
upon the earth. T

is that they’re also really boring. 

The setting for this flick is 
also boring.
